A dozen small forest fires 
strung out through the Sooke 
hills were being controlled 
Monday by a B.C. Forest Ser¬ 
vice force of more than 50 
men in a sequel to Sunday’s 
lightning storm, most spectac¬ 
ular seen in southern Van¬ 
couver Island for many years. 

Forest service officials said 
four water bombers, two heli¬ 
copters and several bulldozers 
were being used in the fight 
but added none of the dozen 
fires was larger than two 
acres. They also quoted Lang¬ 
ford Forest Ranger Barry 
Mountain as saying none was 
serious. 

The bulk of the fives were in 
„thc area anamd the Bear 
Creek reservoir and on Trapp 
Mountain, west and south of 
Sooke. At least one fire was in

WETASKTWTN, Alta. (CP) 
— Crop damage in this cen¬ 
tral Alberta area from hail¬ 
stones ranging up to the size 
of baseballs may be more ex¬ 
tensive than first feared, dis¬ 
trict agriculturalist David 
Beckrrtan said Monday. 

The storm, which hit the 
Leduc-MIllet-Wetaskiwin area 
Sunday, with wind gusts up to 
100 miles an hour, overturned 
aircraft at the Wetaskiwin 
Airport and caused extensive 
damage to windows and cars. 

Larry Wagner of Millet said 
his first hay crop was a total 
loss, and a good fall would be 
necessary to save his grain 
crop. 

East of Wetaskiwin. farm¬ 
ers are estimating damage to 
rapeseed crops of 60 to 70 per 
cent. 


as to when the partly-finished 
anthropology exhibit will go 
on public view.

But museum officials say 
5200,000 was cut from the bud¬ 
get and the latest issues of 
The Native Voice .‘the monthly 
publication published and 
edited by native Indians, 
terms the cutback "callous.” 

In die June edition the lead 
editorial states: 

“The provincial govern¬ 
ment, either by design or 
through the now familiar ‘ac¬ 
tion without thought’ for 
which it is becoming famous, 
seems hell-bent on completely 
alienating Indian people. 

“The cut in the budget for 
the provincial museum delay¬ 
ing the opening of the anthro¬ 
pology section is .just one 
more example of the lack of 
foresight by members of the 
present administration. 

‘‘The new section, which 
was due to open July 7, 1975, 
lacks the funds for display 
lighting and glass to protect 
the valuable displays because 
of the cutliack in this year’s 
budget. This area, whenever 
it opens, will play a large part 
in closing the gap between In¬ 
dians and non-Indians which 
is due mainly to the fact that 
veiy little resource material 
has been available to educate 
the general public about the 
province’s first citizens. 

‘‘Indian people going 
through the museum cannot 
help feeling pride at the ac¬ 
complishments and abilities 
of their ancestors displayed 
with such sensitivity. On the 
other hand. non-Indians segj-r 
ing history in perspective will 
have a better understanding 
of the present situation which 
is grabbing the headlines 
across the country. 

‘‘Instead of cutting back on 
such educational projects the 
government should be looking 
at ways to expand on the im¬ 
portant idea.” 

The third-floor exhibit is de¬ 
signed to trace history from 
the arrival of the first humans 
in the west at the time of the 
petroglyph people up to the 
arrival of the white man. 

Just as the present third- 
floor exhibit takes visitors 
through the streets of a tum- 
of-the-cenfury community, so 
the partner Indian exhibit is 
designed to take them into the 
heart of an established Indian 
community. 

One of the main exhibits is 
an Indian longhouse designed f 
by Johnny Hunt. Indian I 
dances were to be staged j 
daily throughout the Wrrmepr^ 

Another exhibit is the com¬ 
plete cross-section of an an¬ 
thropological excavation car¬ 
ried out at an Indian settle¬ 
ment at Montague Harbor on 
Galiano Island. A complete 
section of the excavation was 
transported to the museum in 
pieces and now.forms part of 
one of the museum walls. It

Some U.K. miners 
ignore Wilson plea 


LONDON (AP» Prime 
Minister Harold Wilson told 
British workers Monday that 
continued inflationary pay 
raises would be “crazy, even 
suicidal" in the current state 
of the country's economy. 

Addressing the annual con¬ 
ference of the National Union 
of Mineworkers in Scar¬ 
borough. he pleaded for rejec¬ 
tion of a demand by militant 
union leaders in the state- 
owned industry for pay raises 
of between 64 and 94 per cent. 

“The issue now' is not 
whether this or any other 
democratic socialist govern¬ 
ment can survive and lead the 
nation to full employment and 


a greater measure of social 
justice.” Wilson said. “It is 
whether any government so * 
constituted, so dedicated to 
the principles of consent and 
consensus within our democ¬ 
racy. can lead this nation.” 

Wilson spoke after NUM 
president Joe Gormley told 
the conference demands for a 
weekly salary of $220 for coal 
face workers are "madness.” 

But soon after Wilson sat 
down. Arthur Scargili, com¬ 
munist leader of the York¬ 
shire miners, rose to say his 
members maintain their de¬ 
mand for $230 for face

James Fleming, director ot 
government relations with the 
United Egg Producers, said in 
a telephone interview from 
Atlanta Monday that his orga¬ 
nization will lobby the govern¬ 
ment here to impose across- 
the-board countervailing 
quotas on the currently-sub- 
stantial import of Canadian 
eggs. 

"What we Want to see is 
free trade in eggs which we 
think is best for both coun¬ 
tries,” Fleming said. ‘‘But if 
we can t gel that we re cer¬ 
tainly not going to tolerate a 
one-way flow into the United 
Stales." 

Canada imported about six 
million dozen eggs from the 
U.S. in 1974. primarily for 
table use. while exporting 13 
million dozen, mostly for 
processing. 

Canada also imposed quotas 
in May, 1974, to protect pro¬ 
ducers against low' prices but 
these were lifted the following 
September when U.S. prices 
rose. 

The new quotas will permit 
foreign exporters to supply 
only .36 per cent of the Cana¬ 
dian domestic market in 1976.

Indians claim entire province 


Second of Four Parts

White society in British Co¬ 
lumbia is squatting on Indian 
land. 

Philip Paul, an executive 
member of the union of B.C. 
Indian Chiefs and its former 
land claims director, said in a 
recent interview that abori¬ 
ginal rights to the province 
have never been taken aw-ay 
and that they remain valid. 

“AVe are claiming the entire 


province.” he said. “We have 
never been conquered and the 
land has never been sold. If 
you take something without 
tlie owner's consent, there 
should bo some form of resti¬ 
tution.” 

B.C. Indians realize they 
are a minority, he explained, 
and they accept that fact. 

“But that doesn’t alter the 
injustice of it,” Paul said. 

Using the amounts of land 
Indians received in treaty 
areas of Canada, B.C. Indians 
should have received about R 


million more acres than the 
800,000 acres they now hold, 
and ‘‘that’s just looking at the 
inadequacy of it.” 

When settlement of the 
province began, the whites 
were vastly outnumbered by 
B.C. Indians and the settlers 
knew that if they attempted to 
take the land by conquest, 
"ther? would be no whites 
here now.” Paul said. 

The Indians of the day had 
a definite system of land own¬ 
ership, Paul said, but the Eu¬ 


ropean concept was, and still 
is. foreign to them. 

There was both clan and 
tribal ownership, but “nobody 
ever tried to possess the land. 
Land was an extension of 
self." Paul said. 

With the exception of the 
Douglas Treaties and Treaty 
Eight, covering tlie Peace 
River area, there has never 
been any formal recognition 
of Indian aboriginal claims. 

The problem is compounded 
by the fact that the province, 
and prior to its establishment 


in 1871, the colonial adminis¬ 
tration, has had complete con¬ 
trol over land. 

In parts of Ontario and in 
the three Prairie provinces, 
the rfltderal government, 
which has jurisdiction over 
Indians, was able to use its 
power over land to set aside 
reserves for Indians and 
make other provisions in re¬ 
turn for obtaining Indian title. 

Reuben Ware, who has as¬

in Argentina’s 
crippling strike 


BUENOS AIRES (CP) 
Argentine Labor Minister Ce- 
cilio Onditti said Monday a 
solution had been reached to 
end a 48-hour general strike 
paralysing the country. 

The walkout was called to 
protest massive pay cuts or¬ 
dered as a means of fighting 
inflation. 

After holding three hours of 
talks with leaders of the Gen¬ 
eral Labor Confederatiori 
(CGT), Conditti told report¬ 
ers : 

“I believe we can say good 
night and happy country, be¬ 
cause there is a solution.” He 
did not elaborate. 

But CGT leader Casildo 
Herreras told reporters that 
further meetings would be 
held and ‘‘we are aivaiting a 
reply.” 

Buenos Aires and other in¬ 
dustrial cities in the country 
of 24 million were generally 
reported calm Monday, ex¬ 
cept for throe reported bomb 
blasls. One blast seriously in¬ 
jured a highway patrolman 
and the 38,000-man federal po¬ 
lice force was ordered to 
check motorists and pedestri¬ 
ans for arms and explosives. 

The 3.5-million-member 
labor confederation tradi¬ 
tionally the backbone of the 
Peronist political movement, 
also called the 48-hour strike 
at midnight Sunday night to 
press demands for the resig¬ 
nation from the government 
of Jose Lopez Rega and Celes- 
tino Rodrigo. 

Lopez Rega is Mrs. Peron’s 
private secretary and govern¬ 
ment strongman. Rodrigo as 
economy minister set the gui¬ 
delines by w'hich Mrs. Peron 
decreed that recent wage set¬ 


tlements between unions and 
employers ranging up to 130 
per cent must be rolled back 
to no more than 50 per cent. 

Inflation exceeds 110 per 
cent a year in Argentina, 
which is also suffering serious 
balanee-of-payments difficul¬ 
ties. A leading newspaper es¬ 
timated that the two-day 
strike will cost the troubled 
economy $800 million. 
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erl States, including 1975 
models now in showrooms and 
upcoming 1976 models. The 
sole exception will be luxury 
North American cars. 

"it will stimulate sales and 
increase production and jobs 
in this important industry, di- 
r e c 11 y employing 100,000 
work el's in the province,” 
Treasurer Darcy McKeough 
told, the Legislature. “Expan¬ 
sionary benefits will spread 
throughout, the country.” 

Carmakers and auto union 
spokesmen welcomed the 
move, which wall remain in 
force until the end of the 
year. But union represent¬ 
atives warned the industry 
had a long way to go to iuil 
recovery. 

‘‘The industry is still in 
rough shape with half the 
work force off the job at some 
places, mostly parts suppli¬ 
ers.” said Abe Taylor, pres¬ 
ident of United Auto Workers 
Local 222 at Oshawa, Ont . 
home of General Motors. 

Ford of Canada president 
Roy Bennett said the action 
provided a "tangible dollars- 
and-cents incentive” to car 
buyers. On Ford's Granada 
and Monarch models, the tax 
saving would amount to 
almost $210. 

In announcing the $178 mil- 
lion Ontario minibudget, 
McKeough said it had been 
prepared to counter the ef¬ 
fects of the ”mischievous." 
"irrelevant.” and "shockingly 
inadequate” federal budget 
handed down June 23 by Fi¬ 
nance Minister John Turner. 

McKeough said the federal 
budget would spur inflation in 
Canada by hiking gasoline 
prices through a 10-cent-a- 
gallon excise tax. It also 
would stall economic recovery 
in Ontario in tlie second hail 
of 1975, he said. 

The mini budget also chan¬ 
nels more money into the bad¬ 
ly-depressed provincial hous¬ 
ing industry and grants mort¬ 
gage subsidies to moderate-in¬ 
come families buying houses 
under a government-spon¬ 
sored home-ownership pro¬ 
gram. 

McKeough said the govern¬ 
ment also plans to save $96 
million in the current fiscal 
year by scaling down land 
-purchases and proceeding 
"less ambitiously” with an in¬ 
dustrial parks program. 

. Wine-drinkers will get a $4 
million break under the provi¬ 
sions of the minibudget. 
Prices on wines sold through 
the Liquor Control Board of 
Ontario will be reduced in line 
with a recent lowering of the 
federal excise tax.

Broadbent to forge 
economics platform 


WINNIPEG (CP) A na¬ 
tional economic development 
plan is the main goal of Ed 
Broadbent, newly-elected 
leader of the New Democratic 
Party. y 

He told a news conference 
soon after winning the leader¬ 
ship Monday that he will work 
with senior party officials to 
put the plan together before 
thp next NDP biennial con¬ 
vention in 1977. 

The program, with conven¬ 
tion approval, would then be 
the basis of the NDP platform 
in the next federal election, 
expected in 1978, he said. It 
would be an extension of the 
corporate welfare bum cam¬ 
paign w'aged in 1972 by David 
Lewis, the man he succeeded. 

The 1972 campaign focused 
on 0 negative aspects of the 
captialist system but ad¬ 
vanced only general solutions, 
he said. 

"I w>ant to . . . flesh out the 
details of those general propo¬ 
sitions. People are more in¬ 
clined to listen if you give 
concrete examples." 

He said he is confident the 
NDP can regain the strength 
it had before the 1974 election 
in which it dropped from 31 
Commons seats to 16. 

He attributed 1974 losses to 
“one of those rare cases” in 
which the Liberal and Con¬ 
servative parties divided on a 
major national issue ' price 
and wage controls. This had 


drawn ordinary working fami¬ 
lies, on whom the NDP relies 
heavily for support, away 
from the party. 


This was unlikely to happen 
in the next election.

Lawyers quit Bell hearing 


OTTAWA (CP) — Lawyers 
representing Quebec at a Bell 
Canada rate increase hearing 
before the Canadian transport 
commission stormed out of 
the proceedings Monday 
charging improper procedure 
on the part of the company 
and the commission. 

Renauld Langois, one of the 
lawyers, said they were leav¬ 
ing the hearing at the direc¬ 
tion of the Quebec ministry of 
communications. 

‘‘We can’t do a proper job 
here as interveners.” he said 
in an interview. "We would 


need about a month to do the 
job properly, not the five days 
allowed by the commission.” 

, Langois was joined in hi* 
criticism by J. W. Bertnik, for 
the province of Ontario, and 
Andrew Roman from the Con¬ 
sumers’ Association of Cana¬ 
da, also iptervenors at the 
hearing. 

They complained that Bell- 
made material available to 
them as intervenors only two 
weeks ago which did not allow 
sufficient time to prepare 
their cases.

Health service 
near collapse 


LONDON (AP) — Britain’s 
state-run National Health Ser¬ 
vice once vaunted as the 
world’s best socialized medi¬ 
cal-care system, is near col¬ 
lapse and only a large cash 
transfusion can save it, doc¬ 
tors said Monday. 

But Prime Minister Harold 
Wilson’s Labor government 
battling the country’s gravest 
economic crisis since the Sec¬ 
ond World War, said there is 
no money to spare. 

More than 200 doctors from 
London’s St. Thomas’ Hospi¬ 
tal. one of the city’s biggest 
health centres, predicted in a 
letter to The Times that the 
service will collapse “in the 
near future unless the com¬ 


munity pays more for its 
health care.” 

They said “inadequate fi¬ 
nancing of the service is lead¬ 
ing to a state of crisis.” 

The service was founded 
in 1948 as the embodiment of 
the socialist ideal of free med¬ 
ical care for rich and poor. It 
is basically free for everyone 
and provides almost every 
kind of treatment. 

But it has been lurching 
deeper into financial trouble 
for years. Eighty-five per cent 
of its money comes from gen¬ 
eral taxation, but successive 
governments have been reluc¬ 
tant to impose higher taxes to 
bail it out.

The commission, amid con¬ 
tinual procedural wrangling, 
Monday began hearing the 
first stage of a two-stage Bell 
application that would give 
the company an emergency 
rate increase of $28 million 
over the next five months. 

Bell, in the second stage of 
the application, has also 
asked the commission for an 
additional $10 million increase 
to take effect Oct. 1. No date 
has been set for that hearing. 

In the application, which 
applies only to the remainder 
of 1975, Bell said that inflation 
has cut into profits to such an 
extent that the emergency in¬ 
crease is needed by Aug. 1 if 
the company is to maintain 
its current level of service. 

The intervenors also argued 
that the commission is being 
asked to judge the case on the 
merits of urgency only and 
not on whether the proposed 
increases are "reasonable 
and just.” 

They said the procedure 
should be reversed. 

Responding to the criti¬ 
cisms, Anne Carver, commis¬ 
sion chairman, said the first 
stage of the application is 
"based solely on urgency," 
and that the commission has 
"only one week at its disposal 
to hold the Hearing." 

She announced -that the 
commission decision in this 
regard, was final and the Que¬ 
bec team walked out. 

Responding to an earlier 
question from Roman. Mrs. 
Carver said a “full-scale 
hearing" on the application 
would be held "later this 
year," but there was no way 
the commission could return 
money to consumers If the 
body decided then that the in¬ 
crease was not justified.

Broadbent, 39-year-old MP 
from Oshawa-Whitby and ac¬ 
knowledged leadership front¬ 
runner from the beginning of 
the campaign, never trailed 
his four opponents in the vot¬ 
ing by 1,600-odd delegates. 
But he was given a surprising 
challenge by the eloquent Ms. 
Brown. 

Broadbent eventually swept 
into the -leadership with 948 
votes, compared with 658 for 
Ms. Brown. Earlier ballots 
had eliminated Nystrom, and 
Douglas Campbell, a semi- 
serious candidate, noted 
mainly as a part-time Toronto 
cab driver. 

Within minutes of his victo¬ 
ry, Broadbent told cheering 
supporters that "beginning 
today I have every intention 
of leading the battle against 
one of our country’s most re¬ 
actionary governments . . .” 

Although Broadbent’s victo¬ 
ry came as no surprise, there 
were many raised eyebrows 
in the noisy Winnipeg Conven¬ 
tion Centre when Ms. Brown 
emerged as the second choice. 
There had been persistent, 
talk that, she would do well> 
only on the first ballot and re¬ 


ceive token support because 
she is female, radical and

In 1875, after several years 
o f federal-provincial ar¬ 
gument over how much land 
should be allocated for Indian 
reserves, both governments 
agreed to formation of the In¬ 
dian Reserve Commission. 

Throughout its 35 years, the 
commission allotted and sur¬ 
veyed most of the reserves in 
B.C. and also reviewed re¬ 
serves established before the 
prov ince’s entry into Confed¬ 
eration. Most often, it ap¬ 
proved of the reserves which 
had already been reduced in 
size by the colonial govern¬ 
ment in the 1860s'Ware said. 

Even though the commis¬ 
sion was not being generous 
with its reserve allotments, 
the provincial government 
still objected that the Indians 
were getting too much land, 
he said. 

For the first two years of its 
existence, the, commission 
was empowered to set aside 
reserves on it? cmti. but the 
province then claimed it had 
the right to approve all re¬ 
serves, Ware said. 

In the 1870s the federal gov¬ 
ernment began pressuring 
Victoria for a settlement of 
Indian title, using the trans¬ 
continental railway as lever¬ 
age 

"But,, as always, the federal 
government would push so far 
and then give in.” he said. 

Reserves set up by the com¬ 
mission in 4he Interior were 


generally larger than coastal 
reserves, Ware said, because 
the Shuswaps, Thompsons and 
Okanagan tribe* were on the 
point of war. 

The larger reserve* there 
were established to appease 
the tribes. 

On Vancouver Island, the 
commission either reduced 
the size of reserves set. aside 
by Douglas, or approved cut¬ 
offs made later by the colo¬ 
nial government. 

When first established by 
Douglas, the Tsawout and 
Tsartlip Reserves on the 
Saanich Peninsula were con¬ 
nected, but have since been 
eroded until they are now on 
opposite sides of the peninsu¬ 
la. 

In the early 1900s. Ware 
said. Liberal prime minister 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier promised 
to sue the provincial govern¬ 
ment over the Indian title 
issue. 

Laurier was defeated in 
1911 by Conservative Robert 
Borden, who, Ware said, 
didn’t want to sue the Conser¬ 
vative B.C. government of Sir 
Richard McBride. 

The continuing federal- 
Txrovincial dtepyte then led to 
establishment in 1912 of the 
McKeina-McBride Commission 
and the issue of Indian "cut¬ 
off” lands was bom.

WASHINGTON OJFD 
Sen. Dewey Bartlett, Oklaho¬ 
ma Republican, said Monday 
the “real reason” why Soma¬ 
lia invited two congressional 
delegations on an inspection 
tour was to display the 
country’s dire drought prob¬ 
lems, not to Inspect Soviet 
missile facilities. 

“In two separate visits with 
President Mohammed Siad 
Barre,” said a statement 
issued by Bartlett’s office, 
“he emphasized that the reol 
reason for the invitation to 
congress was to point out the 
refugee problem that his 
country faced, not the Soviet 
facilities at Berbera. 

"President Siad was very 
appreciative of the fact that, 
our delegation was able to ex¬ 
tend our visit to devote addi¬ 
tional time to examine the 
serious problem.” Bartlett 
said. 

Bartlett returned Sunday 
from a brief fact-finding visit 
to Somalia and immediately 
reported that what he saw r 
“absolutely confirms” De¬ 
fence Secretary James Schle- 
singer’s assertion that, the 
Russians were installing a 
missile-handling facility at 
the port or Berbera. 

Bartlett said he intended to 
prepare a complete report on 
the dire refugee problem 
which was caused by several 
years erf severe drought. He 
said he would ask the state 
department and President 
Ford to investigate tht level 
of aid which the United States 
might extend to Somalia. 

The senator said nearly a 
million people had been af¬ 
fected by the drought, and 
about 15,000 died. 


He added that the refugees 
were being taught to read and 
write before being resettled in 
various areas. 

The Soviet Union, he report¬ 
ed, had supplied cargo pianos 
to lift the refugees to new 
homes.

Israel raises sword

Israeli troops, jets and ships 
smashed suspected Pales¬ 
tinian terrorist bases in south¬ 
ern Lebanon on Monday, leav¬ 
ing 13 persons reported dead 
and scores of refugee huts de¬ 
stroyed. Prime Minister Yitz¬ 
hak Rabin vowed Israel will 


pursue “an uncompromising 
war” against the guerrillas 
using “the only language they 
understand” — the sword. 

Lebanese Premier Rashid 
Karanii said his troops and 
Palestinian guerrillas pre¬ 
vented the Israelis from 
achieving their goal in Mon¬ 



day's raid. which he said was 
to land troops to attack refu¬ 
gee camps. 

In a co-ordinated raid last¬ 
ing several hours, an Israeli 
military spokesman said the 
Israelis destroyed buildings 
used for organizing terrorist 
attacks in the Lebanese city 
of Tyre and the Palestinian 
refugee camp of Rashidiyeh. 

During the raid, Israeli ar¬ 
tillery fired into Lebanon 
while ships dropped shells on 
coastal targets and ground 
forces struck at suspected 
guerrilla bases. The Pales¬ 
tinians said they shot dowm an 
Israeli jet, and seized an 
Israeli boat and killed its 
crew members, but Israel 
said all its men. planes and 
ships returned safely to base. 

Hours after the raid ended. 
Arab gunners fired a volley of 
Katyusha rockets into the 
northern Israeli communities 
of Safad and Yiron, and a 
small bomb exploded in a 
Jerusalem suburb. No casual¬ 
ties or damage were reported 
either from the rocket attacks 
or the bomb. 

Rabin also denounced the 
United Nations for its en¬ 
dorsement of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization and 
said a UN discussion on 
whether to admit the PLO as 
a participant in an interna¬ 
tional conference on crime 
and terrorism to lie held in 
Toronto was “the height of 
self-ridicule."

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The crude truth 


I S THAT IT as far as the B.C. government going 
into the oil refinery business is concerned? 

When Premier Barrett made the original an¬ 
nouncement of plans to move into this area of free 
enterprise there was one condition — provided sup¬ 
plies of crude from Alberta were assured. 

He implied at the time, there were no real wor¬ 
ries in this regard. He said, in fact, that he had had 
such assurance. 

Since then the premier has been working on 
the plan with considerable zeal, with overtures to 
money sources in Britain for financing of the $350 
million undertaking. And he has gone as far as to 
sign a letter of intent naming a British firm as en¬ 
gineering contractor. 

But now the truth appears. There is no guar¬ 
antee of a continuing supply of crude from Alberta 
beyond 1981 or 1982. 

Production by then will be too low' to supply 
Canadian demands, says the Alberta Petroleum 
Marketing Commission, and the province will fol¬ 
low an “Alberta first” policy. British Columbia and 
other “fringe areas” will have to import foreign 
crude first, says the chairman of the commission, 
Wayne Minion. “One thing is certain,” he is reported 
as saying in Vancouver last week, “we cannot sup¬ 
ply the new B.C. refinery for the life of the opera¬ 
tion.” 


With construction of the “Barrett refinery” 
expected to take from thi-ee to four years, it will 
have Alberta crude to process for only a minimal 
period. 

If this is the “assurance” on which the premier 
has gone ahead with the costly project, he has been 
less than honest with the people of this province 
who, of course, will be underwriting the spending. 

Approached for comment immediately after 
the Alberta disclosure, Premier Barrett had noth¬ 
ing to say. And at the time of this writing he still 
hadn’t offered an “out” of any kind. He is said to 
have a meeting scheduled this week with James 
Rhodes, chairman of-the B.C. Petroleum Corpora¬ 
tion overseeing the refinery project, after which, 
presumably, he will attempt to explain his position. 

Perhaps he is counting on production of syn¬ 
thetic crude from the Athabaska oil sands in suf¬ 
ficient quantity to supply the B.C. refinery after 
the cut-off, but there is no suggestion of this possi¬ 
bility in the Alberta statement of facts. 

The only really acceptable comeback Premier 
Barrett can possibly make would be an announce¬ 
ment of abandonment of the refinery plans, despite 
the extent to which he has developed them. It 
wouldn’t be a graceful withdrawal. But it would be 
right and proper.

‘The last holdout’ 


Problem in security 


N ATIONAL DEFENCE, which ended the 1974 
fiscal year with manpower down and expendi¬ 
ture up to $2.32 billion, is likely to cost close to $3 
billion in the current year. And, according to Otta¬ 
wa sources canvassed by the Canadian .Press, it is 
likely to see a further dwindling in personnel, a 
further delay in purchase of new equipment and, 
because of stringent economies, a further loss of 
effectiveness in every area of operation. 

One of the most disturbing disclosures by of¬ 
ficials is the effect upon morale of the combination 
of cuts in manpower, with the resulting overwork, 
and the frustrations of inflation—including, of 
course, the niggardly policy with respect to essen¬ 
tial re-equipment. 

The government lias been advised that at its 
current level of 78.000 — actually the figure is 
probably considerably lower if the normal rate of 
attrition is taken into account — the armed ser¬ 
vices cannot cope with their normal responsibilities 
satisfactorily. # 

What Is to be done, then, when the defence 
department is asked to provide the 10,500 people 
estimated to be required for security at the 1976 
Olympic Games in Montreal? 

There are only about 1,600 men abroad in Ca¬ 
nadian peace-keeping forces under United Nations 
command. It is scarcely likely they will be brought 
home. Even if the whole of the North Atlantic 
Treaty contingent were to be recalled it would not 
muster sufficient numbers to provide half the secu¬ 
rity Olympic Games planners feel is necessary in 


view’ of the terrorist-murders at the Munich Olym¬ 
pics in 1972. 

No one dare say that a repetition of that 
dastardly affair will not be attempted in this 
country in spite of all precautions. And it w’ould not 
be wise to argue with the authorities’ estimate of 
the manpower to be deployed for effective control, 
numerous as it may seem. Acceptance of any avoid¬ 
able risk simply could not be justified. 

There is another, and very vital point to be 
considered. Even if the personnel needed for the 
around-the-clock duty were available they cannot 
be shipped into Montreal without adequate pre¬ 
paration. Unless special units are enlisted, trained 
and billeted in strategic areas — a costly and time- 
consuming program — any available sailors, sol¬ 
diers and airmen are going to have to learn the far- 
from-simple role of security forces. 

Recognizing that manpower is already so thin¬ 
ly spread, it is logical to suppose the defence de¬ 
partment would look to the reserve battalions for 
support in the circumstances. But these long- 
neglected units are largely composed of very young 
people and the proportion of their numbers suitable 
for duty in Montreal, however willing, must be 
small. For those outside the Quebec area there is 
also the language difficulty. 

In Ottawa Major-General Roland Reid is chief 
co-ordinator of the department of national defence 
for the Olympics. In due course he will no doubt 
disclose the answers to the worrisome questions of 
how he will find suitable and sufficient bodies to 
man the Montreal defence lines.

A dull House of Commons 


Odd* and ends as the first 
session of the 30th Parliament 
staggers to a close. It has not 
been an exciting session.

science over the time wasted 
and a sensitivity about public 
criticism of their recent pay 
increase. More likely it is just 
Parkinson’s Law — work ex¬ 
pands to fill the time avail¬ 
able. 

In due course the Liberals 
will publish a list of all the 
things the government 
achieved since the session 
began last fall. It will be fol¬ 
lowed by a list published by 
the Opposition naming all the 
things the government failed 
to do. Both will be right in 
their own context.

The Liberals will say the 
Opposition wasted too much 
time on frivolous matters and 
filibustering. The Opposition 
will say the government 
didn't have the legislation 
ready to implement its Throne 
Speech promises and what 
was presented was badly 
drafted and needed amend¬ 
ments. 

The taxpayers may well 
feel that their Interests would 
have been better served if the 
MPs had gone home a^iontb 
earlier and spent the time in 
their ridings. 

The spotty work by the Op¬ 
position parties can be 
blamed on leadership prob¬ 
lems. Social Credit Leader 
Real Caouette lias been in 
poor health for some time 
and the Conservatives and 
New Democrat* have been 
frying to make up their

minds about new leaders. Tbe 
Liberals don’t have that ex¬ 
cuse for their slugejshness.

In 
his recitation of the achieve¬ 
ments of the forces he., 
praised the Air Transport 
Command which handles the 
military mail. 

“I tliink lhe mail senice we 
provide is i>erhaps better than 
that provided to civilians in 
the rest of Canada," Mr. 
Richardson said. The Air 
Transport Command would 
hardly take that as a complin 
ment. 

Transport Minister Mar- 
chand’s new transportation 
policy won't immediately re¬ 
assure everyone that his de¬ 
partment is no longer jn a 
mess. 

To say that Canadians can 
expect to pay more for pas¬ 
senger travel and shipping 
goods it stressing the obvious. 
With fuel costs zooming up 


and labor rates rising rapidly 
under contract settlements 
imposed by Parliament, 
shipping rates must follow the 
national pattern. 

Canada’s great distances 
and sparse population have 
always required that a certain 
amount of transportation be 
provided on a public utility 
basis. Simply announcing that 
the government will have 
more say in transportation de¬ 
cisions doesn’t solve the prob¬ 
lem of moving people and 
goods from Buffalo Narrows . 
to Sioux Lookout. 

Strangely, the first place 
the government will step in is 
on the Windsor to Montreal 
corridor — the one place 
where private enterprise, 
given some incentive and a 
little prodding could make an 
honest buck. 

* * * ★ 

.VIPs are as guilty as any¬ 
one of complaining about the 
size and inefficiency of the 
public service. One of the so¬ 
lutions lies easily in their 
hands. That is to quit asking 
so many questions. 

The written questions which 
MPs put on the Commons 
Order Paper — usually in an 
attempt to embarrass the gov¬ 
ernment — end up on the 
desks of junior level public 
servants who must spend 
many hours researching, the 
answers.

Talking to him you have the 
impression of a cold intellec¬ 
tual determined to prove his 
theories no matter wiiat ob¬ 
stacles, untidy reality and 
quirks of human nature may 
throw in his path. Too cold 
and cerebral to become a pop¬ 
ular leader, Bob Williams is, 
to borrow a local witticism, 
"the Karl Marx behind Bar¬ 
rett’s Groucho Marx clowning 
for the public." 

I asked Mr. Williams 
whether there was any out¬ 
standing major legislation the 
government wanted but was 
unable to put on the books in 
its first term. He said no, he 
was reasonably satisfied ail 
tiie basic measures planned 
for the first NDP government 
had already been put in place. 
He denied, vehemently, Op¬ 
position charges that much of 
the legislation rammed 
through was harmful to B.C.’s 
economy and designed to tax 
and regulate private en¬ 
terprise out of business. 


Far from doing any damage 
to business, he said, the Bar¬ 
rett government was helping. 
As an example he cited the 
increase of privately-owned 
sawmills since the NDP took 
power in 1972 from 600 to 
about 800. 

When 1 mentioned this Wil¬ 
liams’ claim of support of pri¬ 
vate enteiprise to forest in¬ 
dustry representatives in Van¬ 
couver they said the figures 
could be correct but were en¬ 
tirely meaningless while the 
whole industry was being 
taxed out of existence. With 
higher wage rates than in 
Oregon and Washington, 
(55.34 hourly base rate in B.C. 
against $5.02 in the U.S.), 
higher stumpage. higher 
taxes, more difficult logging 
terrain and a longer growing 
season, B.C. lumber, plywood 
and pulp were losing ground 
to foreign competition. 


The same tale of woe comes 
from the mining industry, 
which together with lumber, 
pulp and paper, is the back¬ 
bone of B.C. economy.

British chemists have invented a new gas for use against 
rioters. It is called CR (or Dibenoxazepine) and according to 
an official description "only minute concentrations are required 
to produce a nettle-stinging sensation on bare skin and intense 
pain on contact with the eyes." 

CR is one of 60 new' anti-riot inventions listed in a book 
called Riot Control published by the British Royal United Ser¬ 
vice Institute for Defence Studies. Other include: 

The Stun gun, firing a lb. (220 grammes) bag of shot 
which can cause death or serious injury at 20 feet. 

A 40 mm rifle-fired anti-personnel projectile developed in 
Belgium. 

The Blake gun. said to be able to fire rubber balls filled 
with gas. 

The electrified water jet — a mobile unit which projects a 
water-stream charged with, high-voltage, low-amperage cur¬ 
rent. 

The Tazer, a device firing barbed electrical contacts which 
impart a shock when they snag in a victim’s clothing. 

The dart gun, firing a drug-filled syringe activated by a 
small charge on impact. 

The sound curdler, described as a mobile unit emitting high 
intensity sound and capable of causing permanent impairment 
of hearing. 

The cold brine projector, delivering a slug of liquid brine 
below’ body temperature which can cause incapacitating shock 
to the body. 

Somewhat less sinster is "instant banana peel" of which the 
manual says: "These weapons create a slippery sur¬ 
face . . . Affects users as well as victims." 


A man with a cure for the world airline crisis — with the 
equivalent of nearly 100 jets a day flying empty across the 
Atlantic — is Antoine Veil, 48-year-old president of France’s 
"second force" airline, Union de Transports Aeriens (UTA). 
Recently in Paris Veil outlined to me a proposal he had made 
to the International Air Transport Association (IATA) for a 
reorganization fund, similar to that set up by the Common 
Market countries to buy out uneconomic firms, with which to 
buy out older, uneconomic aircraft, such as the earlier Boeing 
707s, and scrap them. Fast-growing UTA flew well over 2,000 
million passenger-miles (nearly 3,000 million passenger- 
kilometres) last year, with a fleet of five DC-lOs and eight 
DC-8s. 

Veil said the root cause of the present surplus capacity was 
over-selling by the aircraft makers, but that the regular 
airlines had compounded their troubles by selling off planes to 
charter (supplemental) airlines. "The astonishing thing is that 
our industry’ has remained not only powerless but totally inert 
in face of this^situation." He said his proposal amounted to a 
"natural contraction" of surplus capacity. 

The cost could be shared with the plane-makers, the banks 
and even governments — in fact everyone affected. It would be 
more than compensated by the profits to be expected from the 
reorganization of tariffs that would follow’.

Banquet to mark the historic ‘detente’ in space 


By IAN RIDPATH 

An American motion picture depicting a dramatic 
space rescue helped set the seal on East-West space 
co-operation, which culminates with the joint Russian- 
Arnerican flight next Tuesday. In the film, called 
Marooned, a Soviet cosmonaut helped save the lives 
of American astronauts whose spacecraft was stranded 
in orbit. 

It was screened in 1970 at a 
time when both sides were 
prepared to concede the value 
of space rescue missions: the 
United States because its 
ApjUo 13 craft had been dam¬ 
aged by an explosion on its 
way to a Moon landing, and 
the Soviet Union because of 
continual trouble with its 
manned Soyuz spacecraft. 

Top-level talks aimed at 
forging a space detente had 
already reached agreement 
on exchanging scientific re¬ 
sults from space missions. A 
natural next step was to ex¬ 
amine the possibility of a res¬ 
cue tunnel that would allow 
crewmen to transfer between 
spacecraft. 

★ ★ ★ 

From this grew the concept 
of a joint flight, which comes 
to fruition on July 15 when a 
three-man Apollo spacecraft 
lifts off from Cape Canaveral 
to link With a two-man Soyuz 
craft launched from Russia 
7*3 hours previously. 

Co - operation between the 
two nations in preparation for 
this mission has been unprec¬ 
edented. 

Teams of engineers from 
both sides have worked to¬ 
gether to develop the docking 
tunnel, and American astro¬ 
nauts have visited the cos¬ 
monaut training centre out¬ 
side Moscow to practice in 
Soyuz spacecraft simulators. 

Also, their Russian counter¬ 
parts visited Houston to learn 
about the American Apollo. 

★ ★ ★ 

But Apollo commander Tom 
Stafford made one final de¬ 
mand: to see the Soyuz space¬ 
craft they would meet in 
orbit, while it was being as¬ 


sembled. "If I don’t see it, I 
don’t fly it," Stafford 
warned. 

Such is the importance at¬ 
tached to this mission that 
Stafford and his crew were 
taken in April to the Soviet 
launch site, hitherto perma¬ 
nently closed to outsiders. 

They were flown in and out 
under cover of darkness, and 
kept in a guarded hotel. Only 
vaguely could they see new 
Installations being constructed 
for future Soviet space mis¬ 
sions. 

★ ★ ★ 

During the Apollo-Soyuz 
flight, mission control head¬ 
quarters in both Houston and 
Moscow will be in touch with 
the spacecraft via a global 
network of tracking stations, 
with the additional help of a 
U.S. communications satellite 
stationed over Kenya, East 
Africa. 

Links between Houston and 
Moscow were tried out in 
December when Soyuz 16 was 
sent into orbit to rehearse the 
Soviet side of the mission. 

The mission calls for the 
Soyuz spacecraft to be 
launched first, carrying cos¬ 
monauts Alexei Leonov — 
who made headlines in 1965 
w hen he became the first man 
to walk in space — and Valeri 
Kubasov, a veteran of the 
Soyuz 6 flight in 1969. 

Once Soyuz is safely in orbit 
— and there is a back-up 
craft ready to take its place if 
anything goes wrong — the 
Apollo craft will be launched 
to join it, carrying the dock¬ 
ing tunnel to connect the 
ships. 

Apollo commander Tom 
Stafford has already made

three space flights, two in the 
Gemini capsules that prac¬ 
tised techniques of space rend¬ 
ezvous, and one on the Apollo 
10 mission that was a dress 
rehearsal for Hie first Moon 
landing. 

His crew members are 
Vance Brand, a newcomer to 
space flight, and Donald Slay¬ 
ton, who, at 51, is one of the 
oldest men to fly in space. 

Slayton was originally se¬ 
lected as an astronaut in 1959, 
and would have made the sec¬ 
ond American space flight. 
But he was grounded because

Slayton will crawl into the 
docking tunnel, which also 
acts as an airlock. 

This is needed because Apol¬ 
lo uses an atmosphere of ox¬ 
ygen at low pressure, while 
Soyuz contains normal air at 
sea-level pressure. 

Once the air change in the 
;tunnel is complete, Staffoid 
and Slayton will move on into 
Soyuz for the first East-West 
handshake in space. 

To welcome their guests 
aboard, the Soviet cosmonauts 
have a space banquet which, 
according to the Soviet news

bage soup, a Georgian mutton 
broth (described as "pi¬ 
quant"), and Russian sorrel- 
and-spinach soup.

Germans beat inflation—in ’20s 


The perplexity of modem governments over the 
problem of inflation reminded me that there was once 
an inflation worse, considerably, than any inflation 
which has yet happened among the modern industrial 
democracies — and also that it was met and mastered 
by a government whicli recognized that it had to be 
stopped.

That was in Germany of the 
Weimar Republic. It struck 
me as perhaps worthwhile to 

get out the history books and 
see just exactly what did hap¬ 
pen then, and how the Ger¬ 
man government met and 
mastered its inflation prob¬ 
lem. 

The cause of the German 
inflation was unusual and 
bears no relation to present 
conditions. 

The western allies who had 
defeated Imperial Germany 
In 1918 were determined to 
collect "reparations." 

★ ★ 

They imposed upon Ger¬ 
many a scale of reparations 
payments which John Mayn¬ 
ard Keynes, the economist, 
estimated was three times the 
capacity of the German peo¬ 
ple to pay. 

Any attempt to collect such 
a sum, he reasoned, would 
only reduce their capacity to 
produce and to earn. It would 
be self-defeating. But the 
allies insisted. 

When German payments 
lagged, the French and Bel¬ 
gians invaded the Ruhr and 
attempted to collect their rep¬ 
arations by force in the form 
of coal and industrial prod¬ 
ucts. The Germans went on 
strike. 

Since the Industries of the 


Ruhr were essential to the en¬ 
tire German economy it 
meant that the German econ¬ 
omy was virtually strangled. 
Inflation took off. 

The time span involved was 
brief. 

The unrealistic allied repa¬ 
rations demands were an¬ 
nounced in January of 1921 
when the German mark was 
worth about 65 to the dollar. 

Inflation grew fairly slowly 
at first. In January of 1922 
the mark stood at 192 to the 
dollar. By July it was 500 to 
the dollar. 

But the big jump came 
when the French and Belgians 
invaded the Ruhr in January' 
of 1923. By August it took 4*2 
million marks to buy a dollar. 
By November it had gone to 
4 trillion to the dollar. 

★ ★ ★ 

That was when the German 
government took matters in 
hand and when the western 
allies realized that their repa¬ 
rations policies were self- 
defeating. They trimmed 
down the reparations to a 
bearable level. 

. The remarkable thing about 
the story is that the German 
inflation was then corrected 
— within three months. 

Here is where we come to 
matters which can have some 
relevance to these times. 


There was in Germany a 
roaring inflation. It was halt¬ 
ed in its tracks. Germany has 
had a stable currency ever 
since — one of the most stable 
in the world. How? 

.★ ★ ★ 

It was done by first Issuing 
a new currency at one new 
mark to one trillion of the old. 
That meant a rate of four 
marks to the dollar which is 
close to what it has been 
much of the time since. 

Next was the problem of 
keeping the new mark stable, 
which, of course, was the 
hard and the important part 
of the operation. 

That was done by issuing a 
very limited quantity of the 
new marks and by not letting 
any government department 
or private industry have more 
than its budget authorized or 
its earnings justified. 

★ ★ ★ 

This meant that every de¬ 
partment of the German gov¬ 
ernment was required to live 
within its income, which also 
meant dismissing surplus em¬ 
ployees. 

For business and industry it 
meant no borrowing to sup¬ 
port a payroll beyond earn¬ 
ings. For everyone, it meant 
a sharp rise in unemploy¬ 
ment. 

Within three months prices 
were falling. Within six 
months unemployment was 


also falling as business and 
industry steadily improved. 

The price was acceptance of 
6ix months of high unemploy¬ 
ment. The reward was a 
sound and prosperous econ¬ 
omy. 

★ ★ ★ 

It sounds hopelessly old 
fashioned and "square.” To¬ 
day’s economists insist that it 
is possible to regain economic 
stability without the price of 
the interim period of high un¬ 
employment. They may be 
correct. 

We watch with fascination 
to see whether the British can 
overcome their inflation with¬ 
out accepting a rise in unem¬ 
ployment. We can all hope 
that there is a better way 
than the one the Germans 
used to stop inflation In 1923. 

But it remains as an inter¬ 
esting fact that the German 
inflation was stopped cold in 
November of 1923 and that by 
spring of 1924 the Germans 
w ere back at work with a sta¬ 
ble and sound currency. They 
have been doing well econom¬ 
ically ever since. 

★ ★ ★ 

. Their winter of 1923-24 was 
hard, with long breadlines. 
But it is not the pangs of that 
winter which the Germans re¬ 
member with horror to this 
day. 

It is rather the preceding 
months of inflation which 
wiped out the savings and the 
values of tlie great German 
middle class and thus pro¬ 
duced the frustrations and the 
resentments which became 
the raw material of Adolf 
Hitler’s politics.

Future film-makers likely from colleges

HOLLYWOOD (UPI> 
Robert Wise, one of the 
world’s great directors, says 
movies must look to colleges 
for future film-makers. 

As a member of the board 
of the Motion Picture Aca¬ 
demy. Wise is vitally Interest¬ 
ed in the second annual stu¬ 
dent film awards announced 
July L 

“Most of us in Hollywood 
are enjoying increasing con¬ 
tact with schools with cinema 
departments, and even col¬ 
lege and universities without, 
them,” said Wise, whose 
Sound of Music, and West 
Side Story are only two of his 
outstanding screen achieve¬ 
ments. 

“Now the academy is send¬ 
ing film-makers out for a 
week or two as artists in resi¬ 
dence at various schools. 
They try to give students a 
boost in their careers, lectur¬ 
ing and teaching.” 

There’s an on-going in- 


irmship program In which 
young people learn by work¬ 
ing with the pros on pictures 
in production. 

Wise had a cinema student 
at his side for six months dur¬ 
ing the making of The Hin- 
denburg. The young man was 
selected by the American 
Film Institute to learn tech¬ 
niques from a master. 

“Francis Ford Coppola, 
George Lucas«, and Martin 
Scorsese all came from the 
campus,” Wise said. “There 
are other good ones too. 

Wise, forced by the Depres¬ 
sion to drop out of college, 
came up the hard way. 

He began in the RKO ship¬ 
ping room at 18 and then be¬ 
came a film porter, carrying 
cans of film around to projec¬ 
tion rooms. He was promoted 
to apprentice sound effects 
editor, then sound effects edi¬ 
tor, music editor and eventu¬ 
ally assistant film editor. 

At the end of 10 years in the 
pits, Wise became a full- 
fledged film editor.

He did, in fact, become the 
best film editor who ever 
lived. It was Wise, not Orson 
Welles, who edited two land¬ 
mark movies, Citizen Kane 
and The Magnificent Amber- 
sons. 

“It was a pretty tough and 
demanding school,” the grey¬ 
haired director said.

AMENDMENTS TO THE TELEVISION 
BROADCASTINO REGULATIONS f 

(Subliminal Advertising) 

Following an announcement on February 3. 1975 and a Public 
Hearing held In Ottawa on March 11, 1975. the Commission has 
issued today the following amendments to the Television Broad- j 
casting Regulation*: 

i The Television Broadcasting Regulations are amended 

by adding thereto. Immediately after section 9 thereof, 
the following section: 

•g. i (1) No station or network operator shall knowingly 
broadcast any advertising material that makes use of 
any subliminal device. 

(2) In subsection (1), "subliminal device" means a 
technical device that Is used to convey or attempt to 
convey a message to a person by means of Images or 
sounds of very brief duration or by any other means 
without that person being aware that such a device is 
being used or being aware of the substance of the 
message being conveyed or attempted to be conveyed

Ex-car dealer 
offers to share 
taxpayer burden 


E. B. Dueck, president of 
E.MP, Estates Ltd., offered 
Monday night to pay part of 
the legal fees incurred by 
North Saanich municipality in 
an action against his company 
which resulted in a court 
order to tear down two illegal 
wharves in Canoe Bay. 

E.M P. Estates built one of 
the wharves, and Kathleen 
Mary Murray built the other. 
The B.C. Appeal Court ordered 
them tom down because they 
had been built across munici¬ 
pal ly-controlled foreshore. 

An attempt by the defend¬ 
ants to appeal the decision to 
the Supreme court of Canada 
was denied by the higher 
court earlier this year. 

In an address to council 
Monday night, Dueck said he 
had built many wharves in 
various places before, and 
had personally never taken 
out a permit. He said “die 
builder always did that,” and 
he didn’t know in this case 
until much later that it hadn’t 
been done. 

“I didn’t want you to think 
we actually defied anybody,’’ 
he said. 

A retired automobile dealer 
from Vancouver, Dueck lives 
on Knapp Island, close to 
Swartz Bay. The wharves are 
at the end of Gullhaven Road, 
near the B.C. Ferries terminal 
at Swartz Bay. 

Dueck said: “Maybe you 
ran give some consideration 
to an island dweller... w e 
thought we were part of North 
Saanich when we bought thal 
island. We try to be good 
community citizens.” 

Dueck said the island is re¬ 
ally a lifesaving station and 
that “we pulled six boats off 
the rocks and last year my 
son rescued four people from- 
drowning.”

A coroner’s jury has 
assessed no blame in the June 
14 drowning death of a Saan¬ 
ich woman at Kemp Lake. 

The inquest in the death of 
Kathleen Joan Mallory, 1540 
Mortimer, was told Monday 
night in Sooke that the death 
occurred when the car in 
which she was a passenger 
plunged into the lake from 
Milligan Road. The road ends 
abruptly at the lake and there 
is no barrier or warning sign. 

The driver, Wayne Lloyd 
Hansen. 23, of Sooke, and 
Mrs. Mallory, 20, wen? on 
their way to a house where 
Mrs. Mallory planned to 
s])end the night when the ac¬ 
cident occurred in early 
morning darkness, the inquest 
w as told 

Hansen, who said he was fa¬ 
miliar with the area, told the 
inquest that he thought he 
was on Kemp Lake Road. He 
had been aware Milligan 
ended in the lake. 

The accident was not re¬ 
ported until June 17. Immedi¬ 
ately after the car plunged 
into the lake, Hansen said he 
escaped, came to the surface, 
made one attempt to rescue 
the woman, thought she was 
on the way to the surface, and 
swam ashore. 

He then broke into a nearby 
house after yelling for help, 
he testified. However, he 
made no attempt, to use a 
telephone in the house. He 
stayed in the home for about 
five hours, then returned to 
his residence where he stayed 
until reporting the accident.

After escaping from the 
car, which came to rest in 
about 18 feet of water and 
about 50 feet from shore, Han¬ 
sen said, “I imnicked.” 

Hansen’s dog. a young mon¬ 
grel pup. was found locked in 
the car trunk when the car 
was eventually towed to the 
surface. A Sooke RCMP of¬ 
ficer said after the inquest it. 
is believed the dog had 
crawled from the back seat 
into the trunk as the car was 
sinking. 

The six-man jury recom¬ 
mended that warning signs 
and a barrier be erected at 
the end of Milligan Road.

Council also gave final ap¬ 
proval to a bylaw establishing 
an advisory planning commis¬ 
sion for Esquimalt. The seven- 


member commission will in¬ 
clude two members of coqn- 
cil along with five others, four 
of whom must be electors in 
the municipality. 

The commission. <*to be es¬ 
tablished some time after 
Aug. 1, will study and report 
on planning matters at the di¬ 
rection of council.

- In its first crop report of the 
year, the prairie-wide eleva¬ 
tor co-operative says the pro¬ 
duction forecasts reflect rela¬ 
tively early seeding of the 
1975 crop and generally good 
moisture conditions. 

UGG predicts a spring 
wheat crop of 511 million 


bushels compared with 437.5 
million harvested last year. 

The forecast is based on es¬ 
timates made in late June by 
selected elevator managers at 
key sample points. The man¬ 
agers were supplied with 1974 
seeded acreage figures from 
the Canadian wheat board, 
and were asked to estimate 
the change in seeded acreage 
this year and the expected 
yield per acre. The figures 
were processed by computer.

Lower price hikes 


OTTAWA (CP) - An im¬ 
proved crop forecast and a 
general easing in the rate of 
inflation may keep food-cost 
increases in 1975 below the 
rates of the last two years, 
the food prices review board 
said Monday. 

However, the board, in its 
eighth quarterly report, 
warned that wage demands in 
the second half of the year 
may offset the impact of an 
expected good field crop 
harvest. 

Food costs increased by 


about five per cent in the first 
six months of the year, the 
board said, compared to in¬ 
creases of mare than nine- 
per-cent in the first six 
months of both 1973 and 1974. 
Food prices increased by a 
total of 14.6 per cent in 1973 
and 16.2" per cent in 1974. 

While food costs in the first 
three months of 1975 in¬ 
creased by less than one per 
cent, the board’s 12-city price 
survey showed a further in¬ 
crease of almost four per cent 
in the second quarter.

The UGG survey indicates 
rapeseed acreage will be only 
3.5 million compared with 4.1 
million acres forecast earlier 
by Statistics Canada while 
barley acreage will be up to 
11.73 million compared with 
the predicted 10.35 million. 

The main shift appears to 
be in Alberta where fanners 
seeded more barley and less 
rapeseed than earlier exist¬ 
ed.

In addition, 
six-month New York certifi¬ 
cates of deposit were quoted 
at 7.13 per cent compared 
with 6.75 per cent Thursday 
before the Independence Day 
holiday.

Friday to 7.25 per cent in 
keeping with its formula.

In its last annual report, 
Hydro reported a drop In net 
income from $14 million to $3 
million, but government 
spokesmen have said there 
are no plans to increase cost 
to residential consumers. 

“The fact of the matter Is 
that Hydro, like all other 
crown corporations, is out of 
control,” Bennett said. “It is 
just another in a long line of 
government-operated en¬ 

terprises with a record of de¬ 
clining finances.” 

Bennett, back in Victoria af¬ 
ter a tour of medical and 
prison facilities in the pro¬ 
vince. said it. became increas¬ 
ingly obvious to him on his 
tour that “this government s 
crown corporations are si¬ 
phoning money out of the 
provincial pot at an alarming 
rate and cutting back on ser¬ 
vices to people to make up 
their losses.” 

He said many provincial in¬ 
stitutions he visited were 
hopelessly understaffed simply 
because there is a freeze on 
hiring. "They are not even 
replacing people who quit or 
retire,” he said. 

Bennett suggested that if the 
government really wanted to 
save money it could “start 
cutting down on the numbers 
of high-priced assistants sur¬ 
rounding cabinet ministers.” 

He also suggested it was ri¬ 
diculous for the government 
to be establishing more crown 
corporations "for the minister 
of lands to run” when existing 
companies run by the govern¬ 
ment were losing money so 
heavily.

Victorians help plant 
garden at N-sub base 


About 25 Victorians, were 
among 150 demonstrators 
from B.C. and Washington 
state who gathered Sunday at 
the site of the U.S. Navy’s 
Trident nuclear submarine 
base at Bangor, Wash., to 
plant a vegetable garden just 
outside the gate. 

Two of them — high school 
student Jennifer Beaven and 
actor Paul van Goozen — 
joined about 30 of the demon¬ 
strators to extend the garden 
nf beans, peas and wheat in¬ 
side the base. 

David Jackman, spokesman 
for the Victoria members of 
Pacific Life Community, said 
U.S. defence department po¬ 
lice peacefully escorted the 
group out of the base. 


Pacific Life Community is 
an international non-violent 
resistance group with 
members in Seattle as well as 
Vancouver and Victoria. 

Purpose of the demon¬ 
stration was to point up that 
the reported $15 billion to be 
si>ent on the nuclear base 
could be put to better use in 
battling world hunger, Jack- 
man told the Colonist Mon¬ 
day. 

He also said the group 
wanted to publicize that the 
U.S. is “paving over” the 
South Pacific island of Tinian 
to be used as a nuclear base. 
Tinian, he said, is the mosi 
important agricultural island 
in the Micronesian group.

OTTAWA (CP) — Daisy 
Sharp, wife of Privy Council 
President Mitchell Sharp, was 
buried in a private ceremony 
at Capital Memorial Gardens 
here Saturday. She died 
Thursday in hospital, but no 
announcement was made until 
Monday. 

Mrs. Sharp had suffered 
from an incurable disease 
which left her an invalid for 
years. She was 69. 

The Sharps had a son, Noel, 
of Bassano. Alta. 

Mrs. Sharp was sister of 
Jack Boyd of Winnipeg and 
Mrs. William Maude Kruger 
of Vancouver. 

The Sharps were married 
April 3, 1938, at a United 
Church in Winnipeg, about 
four years after they met. 

Her husband, currently on 
the front benches of the liber¬ 
al majority government, was 
external affairs minister from 
19G8 until his most recent ap¬ 
pointment as Privy Council 
president last August. 

He was finance minister 
from 1965 until 1968 and trade 
and commerce minister from 
1963 until 1965. 

Mrs. Sharp held a degree in 
mathematics and physics 
from the University of Mani¬ 
toba. It was while Sharp was 
in his third year at the univer¬ 
sity that they met. 

Mrs. Sharp, then Daisy 
Boyd, came to Canada with 
her mother and father, two 
sisters and a brother from 
Ireland in 1911. 

As a young girl she was ac¬ 


tive in sports and was consid¬ 
ered an above-average stu¬ 
dent. She loved to skate and 
became a good hockey player 
to the extent that she became 
captain of a local hockey 
team. 

Sharp once recalled that he 
played hockey and tennis in 
those days “but Daisy was 
better at both than I was. It 
was a little disconcerting." At 
one time she was a Manitoba 
junior tennis champion. 


For about six years during 
and after the Second World 
War, the Sharps cared for an 
English boy, Lawrence Hol¬ 
den, as well as their own son. 

Lawrence was sent to Cana¬ 
da at age three by his parents 
when England was being bat¬ 
tered by the Luftwaffe in 1941. 

“He was just like a son to 
us; he and Noel . . . had some 
very good times together." 
Mrs. Sharp once said. 
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with no risk.

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It is really remarkable how 
ancient is the history of some 
of our best loved garden flow¬ 
ers. 

The bearded Iris, for in¬ 
stance. was well known in an¬ 
cient Egypt, and in fact, an 
iris is carved on the sphinx. 

Pliny, the Roman, wrote of 
irises, and the fleur-de-lys of 
France is a heraldic device 
representing the iris. 

The crushed roots were 
used by the old herbalists for 
the treatment of bruises and 
black eyes, while the dried 
and powdered root — known 
as orris root — was used both 
as a scent and as a tooth 
powder to prevent decay. 

It is often recommended 
that the job of planting or 
transplanting iris be under¬ 
taken in late summer or early 
fall. 

For my money, though, the 
best time of the year to per¬ 
form this operation is im- 
mediatly after the flowers 
fade, even though it may 
seem a bit strange to be dig¬ 
ging up and dividing plants 
just at the height of the glow¬ 
ing season. 

There are several fairly 
solid advantages in getting 
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the job done in midsummer, 
though, and not. the least of 
these is that lifting, dividing 
and replanting as soon as the 
flowers finish gives the plants 
plenty of time to get them¬ 
selves thoroughly anchored in 
the ground before winter, with 
its consequent heaving trom 
frost. 

★ ★ ★ 

In tackling this .iob. take up 
the roots carefully, easing 
them out of the ground gently 
with a flat-tined digging foi*k, 
much as you would dig pota¬ 
toes. 

If your soil is heavy and 
clinging, it is a good idea to 
wash the dirt off them with 
the garden hose so you can 
seewhatyou’redoing.then 
see what you’re doing, then 
divide the fleshy roots, called 
rhizomes, with a sharp knife 
or an old hacksaw blade. 

Don’t cut them up too 
small, for single-fan pieces 
would take several years be¬ 
fore they started to bloom 
again. Pieces of rhizome with 
two or three fans of leaves 
will most likely bloom again 
next summer. 

In selecting a new site, 
choose a position in full sun. 


While other forms of iris will 
perform after a fashion in 
light or partial shade, the true 
bearded irises ,are sun- 
worshippers and never give 
their best without a good bak¬ 
ing. 

The ground should be dug 
over or rototilled deeply. In¬ 
corporating half a bucketfi 
of Very old rotted manure or 
dampened, coarse peat moss 
per square yard, plus a sprin¬ 
kle of 6-8-6 fertilizer, about 
one cupful per square yard, 
then break down the lumps 
with the rake. 

ir ir it 

In planting, set the rhi¬ 
zomes in the ground horizon¬ 
tally, with the bottom roots 
sloping outward and down¬ 
ward but with the top surface 
of the rhizome only just barely 
covered. This is a point on 
which many home gardeners 
go wrong they plant too 
deeply. 

While the rhizomes them¬ 
selves are amazingly tough 
and can take quite a lot of 
abuse, the fine roots on the 
bottom are highly perishable 
and should never he exposed 
to the sun. 

If the roots are out of the 


ground for any length of time 
during the transplanting 
operations, keep them covered 
with a wet sack. 

it it it 

In replanting, set the root 
pieces about a foot apart each 
way, and group them in little* 
[groupings of three or five 
plarits for best effect. 

The iris, with its formal fan 
of sword-shaped leaves, 
always looks unnatural when 
planted in rows, or in regular 
spacings, or scattered here 
and there in the beds in single 
solitude. 

After replanting, the fan of 
leaves should be trimmed 
back with scissors to about 
half their height, making your 
cut in the form of an invert¬ 
ed V. This reduces the strain 
on the roots while the plant is 
settling down in its new home. 
★ ★ ★ 

It is a good idea, too, to rfg 
up something to provide a bit 
of shade for the first week. A 
few old shingles stuck in the 
ground at an angle in front of 
each plant will give a little 
protection Irom the hoi sun 
while the roots are recovering 
from the shock of transplanU 
ing.

WASHINGTON — One day shortly 
after Harry Truman took over as pres¬ 
ident of the United States.

But they never complained 
because they were always hungry for 
news and Jim Hagerty. Pierre Salinger 
and Bill Moyers were able to whip up 
enough hash to satisfy them and their 
readers.

Then came Ron Ziegler. Although 
Ziegler was supposed to b« the head

chef, he never knew what Nixon’s staff 
were cooking up in the kitchen. They 
would hand him a mess of pottage to 
take out to the press. “What is it?” he 
would ask, and they would tell him, 
“Steak.” 

Like a dummy, Ziegler would go oul 
and tell the correspondents he was giv¬ 
ing them Grade A certified beef. 

For a while the reporters ate it, but 
then they started getting stomach pains 
and complained to Ziegler that he was 
feeding them garbage. 

This hurt Ziegler’s professional 
pride, hut everyone from president 
Nixon on down refused to change the 
menus. One day they sent out corn- 
meal, the next day dog food and thp 
third day thin gruel that had been con¬ 
demned by the Food and Drug Adminis¬ 
tration. 

“We can't live on this daily diet.” 
the reporters screamed at Ziegler. 
“Give us something we can gel our 
teeth into.” 

" Ziegler ignored their pleas, and the 
daily feeding of the press became more 
and more acrimonious. Pretty soon the 
correspondents were throwing the stuff 
back in Ziegler’s face, and he'd walk 
out of the press room with egg all 
over it.

Finally the White House press corps 


decided to brown hag it and accept 
nothing the Nixon administration served 
up to them. As each White House cook 
w*as forced to resign, the heat in the 
kitchen got worse. In fact, it got so bad 
that even Nixon decided he could not 
stand it and he got out for good. 

So then came Ron Nessen. (Jerry 
Terhorst made a few meals, but when 
"he and President Ford could not agree 
on the ingredients of a briefing he re¬ 
signed.) 

Nessen thought he could make the 
press briefings deliejous occasions for 
everybody. He served up wfiat he con¬ 
sidered choice cuts of information and 
buttery items of news. 

He was certain every time he threw 
lhr press a bone, they would believe it 
was chicken. But unfortunately the 
White House correspondents had been 
burned by the Nixon administration and 
were still suspicious. 

This lack of confidence seemed to he 
getting to Nessen. “I work day and 
night to feed them and I get nothing but 
complaints. How can I cook up stories if 
they say I lied about the recipes?" 

It’s a good question that only a 
Harry Truman could answer. 

As it stands now', every time Nessen 
comes out and says, “I have a juicy tid¬ 
bit for all of you,” some joker in the 
back alw-ays yells out, “I say it's spin¬ 
ach and I say the hell with it.”

The daughter of Reviewer 
broke down Sunday at Bel¬ 
mont Park with about three- 
quarters of a mile to go while 
she had a half-length lead in 
her $350,000 mile-and-a- 


quarter race against the Ken¬ 
tucky Derby winner. 

Jacinto Vasquez immediate-' 
ly pulled Ruffian up and dis¬ 
mounted. The leg was put ihto 
a plastic cast and Ruffian was 
rerpoved by a horse ambu¬ 
lance at 4:45 p.m., an hour 
and 35 minutes after the race. 

Ruffian underwent surgery 
that was to last almost four 
hours. But the winner of New 
York’s Triple Crown for fillies 
could not besaved. 


When the three-year-old 
filly came out of the anesthe¬ 
sia following an operation, she 
struggled and broke the cast. 

“Hie cast has become an 
entangled mess and there was 
intensive swelling and he¬ 
morrhaging,” Dr. Alex Harth- 
ill said. “If we‘ were to put 
her through anesthesia and 
another operation, it would 
only be worse the next time.”

A sjjokesman for the depart¬ 
ment said Monday that simi¬

“Since 1967, the labor de¬ 
partment has had blanket cer¬ 
tification for top athletes and 
entertainers with outstanding 
merit, who can enter without 
specific certification,” the 
s| jokes man said. 

Now, he said, such blanket 
certification will he condi¬ 
tional upon the filing of such 
annual reports and will apply 
only to top leagues. Others 
will have to apply for specific 
player-by-player certification. 

“What threw the whole 
thing into- the fan was 
soccer,” the labor department 
spokesman said. 

“Small soccer leagues had 
been springing up and form¬ 
ing ethnic teams, paying the 
players something like $300 a 
month. The players were 
coming in under blanket cer¬ 
tification. . 

“Then, when these small 
leagues collapsed, the^ players 
were drifting off into other 
lines of work w ithin the U.S. 

• “It’s our job to certify that 
nobody in the U.S. is able to 
do the job the'former player 
is applying for.” 

The spokesman said that 
lal»or department lawyers 
‘ got a little bit concerned” 
over the situation and decided 
that such blanket certification 
would apply in future only to 
“organized league sports.” 

He said that the NHL. base¬ 
ball and soccer are the only 
sports which will he required 
to justify blanket certification 
annually because these are 
the main s|s»rls in the U.S. 
with a high percentage of 
foreign players. 

“No alien player will he 
certified unless he is under 
contract,” the labor depart¬ 
ment spokesman said. 

Thi* means that a Canadian 
hockey player, travelling to 
the U.S. form tryout with a 
leant hut not under con- 
to that team, would 
e to apply for entry under 
a visitor’s visa. 

The spokesman said that 
labor department lawyers be¬ 
come concerned that, with un¬ 
employment high in the U.S., 
“someone was going to make 
a fuss’’- over foreign players 
on U.S. team*.

Although Ashe upset the 
younger Connors decisively in 
four sets in Saturday's Wimb¬ 
ledon final. 6-1, 6-1, 3-7, 6-4, he 
again insisted that the cham¬ 
pionship was not a grudge 
match because of a S3 million 
suit filed against him by Con¬ 
nors two weeks ago. 

Instead, he lashed out at 
Bill Riordan, Connor’s man¬ 
ager. 

“I don’t really think Con¬ 
nors is doing it »filing the 
suit 1 ,” Ashe said upon arrival 
here tor a promotion. “I ihink 
it’s his manager, Bill Rior¬ 
dan. A 23-year-old kid doesn’t 
go around suing everybody.” 

He said Connors is “basical¬ 
ly a nice guy,” and said he 
would like to play alongside 
him for the United States in 
Da> is Cup competition. 

“But he’* being handled like 
a prize fighter.” said Ashe. 

“II left to his own devices, I 
don’t think he would he say¬ 
ing the things he’s saying.’’ 

Ashe, the first black man to 
ever win a championship at 
Wimbledon, recalled a talk he 
had with Connors last week.

Friendly help 
offered 
by volunteers

Binnie likes to write letters, 
but she has no one to write to. 

She is 37 years old, physi¬ 
cally handicapped, and lives 
in a local institution. She is 
only one of the many han¬ 
dicapped, elderly or somehow 
disadvantaged people on wiat- 
ing lists at Victoria’s citizen 
advocacy office. 

Citizen advocacy is a pro¬ 
gram that matches a volun¬ 
teer with one person wha 
needs help or companionship, 
according to the talents and 
time the volunteer is willing 
to give. Advocacy can involve 
one afternoon of giviM^I*- 
cial advice, or a conunuing 
friendship. 


The list of people waiting 
for advocates could be end¬ 
less, co-ordinator Richard 
Johnston said, and it is added 
to by all kinds of institutions 
and social workers. 

Bonnie (that’s not her real 
name) has no family to care 
for, or to care about her. She 
has no close friends at the in¬ 
stitution where she lives, and 
is known as a bit of a loner. 

Although physically han¬ 
dicapped. she is alert and 
well oriented. Her speech 
tends to be somewhat slurred, 
but she comprehends every¬ 
thing said to her. 

Her needs are typical — 
someone to talk to and share 
her feelings, and encourage 
social contact by taking her to 
a picnic or family barbecue. 


Patience needed 


Beacuse she can be with- 
Irawn and even sulky, her ad¬ 
vocate would need some pa- 
ience and understanding. 

Bonnie likes writing letters, 
nd that might be a good way 
o get to know her, a social 
worker at the institution has 
luggested. 

Another on the list is six- 
ear-old Steve, born with 
Xxwns syndrome, which 
nakes him physically, and, to 
ome extent, mentally retard- 
id. 

He lives at home, but he 
las no one to play with be¬ 
cause he has no brothers or 
isters. His parents are run¬ 
ning their own business and 
Snd it hard to make time to 
t>e with him. 

He is a warm, responsive 
child who needs attention and 
some opportunities to develop 
socially outside his family. In¬ 


terest from an advocate 
might make the parents feel 
less lonely, too. 

A typical elderly candidate 
for advocacy is Ruth, who 
spends most of her time 
watching television in the rest 
home where she lives. 

She is sad and scared and 
needs some social contacts to 
build her confidence. She is 
much more dependent on the 
nursing home staff than is 
necessary. Her advocate 
could encourage her to do 
things for herself, find new in¬ 
terests for her, or simply take 
her on outings to see what 
Victoria looks like. 

She likes to talk if someone 
else starts a conversation, but 
a hearing problem discour¬ 
ages her from seeking out 
other people. 

She needs a persistent ad¬ 
vocate to overcome her lack 
of confidence.

VANCOUVER (CP) - Ufcal 
secretaries are being recog¬ 
nized as more than shorthand 
typists, coffee-pourers and po¬ 
lite phone-aaswerers, and 
credit for the change must go 
largely to two Vancouver 
women, Katherine Moore and 
Gail Parry. 

In the past four years they 
have written procedural man¬ 
uals and reference books for 
legal secretaries as well as 
giving seminars and night 
school courses to update se¬ 
cretaries on the latest happen¬ 
ings. 

It all started when both 
women were working in the 
same law- firm. 

"I needed something to 
guide me in doing a special 
job.’’ said Mrs. Moore. “I was 
in litigation and Gail was in 
conveyancing and we couldn't 
help each other. We thought 
there must be a book for legal 
secretaries. We looked around 
but could find none. 

"One day, when I was par¬ 
ticularly bugged. I said- to 
Gail, Let’s write a book.” 

Working at night and on 
Sunday, they put together a 
manuscript containing nearly 
200 legal documents, detailing 
toe intricacies of a legal sec¬ 
retary’s job. The Legal Secre¬ 
tary’s Guide has become a

must, not only in law offices

Job readiness course 
should be reinstated 


the six-week course which 
was aimed primarily at the 
chronically unemployed and 
those who lack enough self- 
confidence to look for a job. 

The last course finished at 
the end of June and a decision 
has been made by Stan 
Purdy, Victoria manager of 
Canada Manpower, to discon¬ 
tinue it 

“It’s a matter of money and 
need,” Purdy said. “I appre¬ 
ciate the need but there’s only 
so much money to go around. 
I have to be objective about 
it.” 

Purdy estimated the course 
cost about 550,000 annually for 
tuition and administration and 
said that didn’t include train¬ 
ing allowances, which would 
push the bill into the 5100,000 
bracket.

A Canada Manpower pro¬ 
gram to help people in 
Geater Victoria who haven’t 
enough confidence to even 
look for, much less hold a job, 
has been cancelled. 

But those who know the pro¬ 
gram’s value — students who 
have taken the course and 
have since obtained employ¬ 
ment — are mounting a drive 
to have it reinstated. 

Teachers and former stu¬ 
dents of the Basic Job Readi¬ 
ness Training program have 
started a write-in campaign to 
Manpower Minister Robert 
Andras and B.C. Human Re¬ 
sources Minister Norman 
Levi. 

The group, which may 
number 200, is trying to save 


“The program was cut out 
in Kamloops and a few other 
places,” Purdy said. 

Carol Green, a graduate of 
the course and one of the 
group trying to keep tlve 
course going, said its value 
cannot be measured in imme¬ 
diate jobs. 

“It might cost the govern¬ 
ment a biL-of money to put 
each perstfflMhrough this six 
weeks,” shPsaid, “but com- 
I>ared to supporting them on 
welfare or unemployment irv 
surance, this cost is minimal. 

“What is going to happen to 
the 120 people who could have 
gone through this course next 
year? Chances are that in¬ 
stead of getting on thedr own 
feet to be self-supporting, the 
government is going to be 
supporting them through wel¬ 
fare or UIC.” 

Mrs. Green was one of 
those who had trouble getting 
a .job. Through Susan Talbot, 
a director of Community Ac¬ 
tion Group where Mrs. Green 
now works, she took the 
course and now is planning to 
attend Camosun College to 
further her education. She 
eventually hopes to do person¬ 
nel work in business. 

Sharron Turner, 22, is an¬ 
other who found the course 
helpful and who is concerned 
that others won’t get the 
same opportunity. She 
finished Grade 11 but never 
held a job, finding it difficult 
to talk to prospective employ¬ 
ers. She said the course gave 
her enough confidence to fur¬ 


ther her education at Camo¬ 
sun and she also plans to get 
a .job which will help people. 

Joan Looy, who with Russ 
Steel was an instructor of the 
program said it provided a lot 
of personal counselling and 
was extremely helpful to any¬ 
one who had difficulty decid¬ 
ing what to do. 

She said Purdy’s argument 
that the Employment Orienta¬ 
tion for Women program is an 
alternative, was not correct. 

“First of all, there are only 
two courses a year, with 14 
persons maximum on each 
course, and secondly, it’s only 
for women in the Langford- 
Colwood area,” she said. 

She said the major value in 
the course was in building 
confidence in the student and 
in motivating him or her. 

“Socially, it helped so many 
people,” added Mrs. Talbot. 
“We’ve referred many people 
there and, in six weeks’ time, 
they were different people. It 
doesn’t always lead to em¬ 
ployment immediately, but 
eventually it does.” 

“I don’t think public pres¬ 
sure is going to do a bit of 
good,” commented Purdy. “I 
hear they’re even going to go 
down and picket the office 
and I can’t see what good 
that’s going to do. 

"There’s a faint possibility 
more money is coming and, if 
that happens, we’ll take an¬ 
other look at it.” - 

He was right: The pro¬ 
testers are planning a sit-in at 
the Manpower offices to sup¬ 
port their campaign.

The first edition of a new 
weekly tabloid newsmagazine 
Monday - will begin arriv¬ 
ing in 20,000 Victoria homes 
this week.

In the first edition, publish¬ 
er Gene Miller — former op¬ 
erator of Open Space — said 
it was his hope to “provide 
(our) readers with a well- 
written. lively journal of con¬ 
cerns and happenings in the 
Capital Region . . .” 

Monday, he said, would be 
”... a readable, well- 
designed forum for the best in 
local writing and opinion.” 

Miller said the first run of 
the newsmagazine would be 
20,000 copies, to be direct- 
mailed to selected homes in 
the Capital Region. 

Initially, he said, subscrip¬ 
tions would be free to anyone 
who wished to receive the 
newsmagazine. 

Ultimately, he added, Mon¬ 
day would begin charging for 
subscriptions, which can be 


paid immediately if a sub¬ 
scriber so desires. 

Outlining Monday’s editorial 
stance. Barringer former 
columnist in American news¬

By proclamation published in the Canada Gazette on July 12,1972, an Electoral Boundaries 
Commission was established for the Province of British Columbia. That Commission was to 
readjust the boundaries of electoral districts in British Columbia using the 1971 decennial 
census. The Commission submitted a Report to the Representation Commissioner but the 
Report was not acted on because of the enactment in 1973 of the Electoral Boundaries

RULES 

!. These rules may be cited as "The Rules of the Electoral Boundaries Commission for the 
Province of British Columbia, 1975”. 

2. In these rules: 

(a) “Act" means the Electoral Boundaries Readjustment Act, Chapter E-2 of the Revised 
Statutes of Canada, 1970; 

( b ) “Commission" means the Electoral Boundaries Commission for the Province of British 
Columbia; 

(c) "advertisement" means the advertisement published by the Commission pursuant to 
Section 17(2) and referred to in Section 17(4) of the Act; 


(d) "secretary" means the secretary to the Commission. 

3. Only one person shall he heard in the presentation of a representation at a s it t i n g turies*, hi 
special circumstances, the Commission decides otherwise. 

4. A person giving notice pursuant to Section 17(4) of the Act of intention to make a 
representation shall state in the notice at which of the places designated by the advertisement 
as a place of sitting such person wishes to make the representation. 

* v > 

5. If a person giving notice pursuant to Section 17(4) of the Act fails to comply with the 
provisions of Rule 4, the secretary shall forthwith enquire to ascertain from such person the 
place at which such person w ishes to appear to make a representation. 

6. Rules 4 and 5 are made for administrative purposes only and do not operate to prevent a 
person who has given a notice of intention to make a representation pursuant to and in 
compliance w ith Section 17(4) of the Act from making the representation at any sitting of the 
Commission set out in the advertisement, subject only to the power of the Commission, or the 
Chairman thereof, pursuant to Rule 7, to cancel a sitting at any place if it appears that no one 
will make a representation at the sitting at that place. 

7. If it appears that no one will make a representation at any place designated by the 
advertisement as a place of sitting, the Commission, or the Chairman thereof, may cancel the 
sitting at such place. 

8. If a quorum cannot be present at a place of sitting on the date set by the advertisement, 
the Commission, or the Chairman thereof, may postpone that sitting to a later date. 

9. In the event of the cancellation or postponement of a sitting, the secretary shall forthwith 
give notice thereof to any person whom the Commission, or the Chairman thereof, deems 
should receive such notice and the Commission, or the Chairman thereof, shall give public 
notice of such cancellation or postponement of a sitting. The notices to be given to individuals 
and to the public may be given by such means as the Commission, or the Chairman thereof, 
considers adequate in the circumstances. 

10. Two members of the Commission shall constitute a quorum for the holding of a sitting to 
hear representations. 

11. If it appears at a sitting of the Commission that the Commission cannot complete hearing 
representations within the time allowed for the sitting, the Commission may adjourn the sitting 
to a later date at the same place or, taking into account the convenience of persons whose 
representations have not been heard or have been only partly heard, may adjourn the sitting to 
a sitting of the Commission elsewhere. 

Reasons for Proposals 

The 1971 decennial census established the population of British Columbia as 2,184,621. As a 
result of amendments made to the British North America Act in 1974, British Columbia is 
entitled to be represented in the House of Commons by twenty-eight (28) members: five more 
than at present. This requires the establishment of twenty-eight (28) electoral districts. The 
population of the province divided by 28 yields 78,022. This is the electoral quota for the 
province. The Act provides that the population of each electoral district shall correspond as 
nearly as may be to the electoral quota but that, in circumstances specified in the Act, the 
population of electoral districts may exceed the electoral quota or be less than the electoral 
quota, in each case to an extent not greater than 25% of the electoral quota. 

The task of the Commission is to recommend the division of the province into twenty-eight 
(28) electoral districts and to make recommendations concerning the names and the descrip¬ 
tions of the boundaries of the electoral districts. 

The initial proposals of the Commission are set out below and are based on these reasons 
and considerations. 

In making the proposals the Commission must act only on the basis of the information 
provided by the 1971 census as to population figures and distribution of population. 

The 1975 amendment to Section 13 of the Act precludes the Commission from giving any 
consideration to the relative rate of grow th of the population in the various regions of the 
province. 

The existing twenty-three (23) electoral districts of necessity form the starting point for the 
proposals as to how the province can be divided into twenty-eight (28) electoral districts. The 
Commission is fortunate to have available the Reports of the 1965 and 1973 Commissions, the 
latter being especially helpful. The Commission has tried to utilize the additional five electoral 
districts given to the province by the recent amendment to the British North America Act to 
improve upon the recommendations of the 1973 Commission. 

In general the Commission has endeavoured to ensure even distribution insofar as sparsity or 
density of population will allow, having regard to geographic limitations and, above all, 
community of interest. In so doing the Commission has tended to take maximum advantage of 
the tolerances permitted where this is necessary in order to respect community of interest and 
geographic factors. . 

/* *■ 

When compared with the existing twenty-three (23) electoral districts it will be apparent that 
the overall effect of the Commission's proposals is to: .. 

(a) increase the number of electoral districts in the northern region of the province from two 
to three; 

(b) add tw o electoral districts to the Lower Mainland region; 

(c) add one electoral district to the Okanagan-Kootenay region; 

(d) increase the Vancouver Island electoral districts from four to five. 


/ 
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The three northern ridings, Skeena, Fort Nelson—Peace River and Prince George—Bulkley 
Valley have a certain inevitability about them in view of the'extreme sparsity of population. 
Only the most minor adjustments are possible without exceeding the minus tolerance permitted 
and it would have been impossible to develop a riding for the northeastern section of the 
province without some population from the environs of Prince George. 

Much the same is true of the large central riding of Cariboo—Chilcotin. While this riding ha* 
been somewhat improved by eliminating the Central Coast and the Sunshine Coast, the sparsity 
of population is such that a riding above minus tolerance cannot be created without the 
inclusion of the Squamish corridor. 

In the southeastern corner of the province it has been possible to improve the East Kootenay 
riding and all the border ridings west to, and including Fraser Valley East. This has been 
achieved by creating a new seat and making full use of minus tolerances, but that has been 
considered preferable to the alternative of encroaching upon the boundaries of Kelowna. 

The Commission is pleased to have been able to establish five ridings within the city limits of 
Vancouver, a riding within Burnaby and another firmly centred on New Westminster. Essen¬ 
tially two ridings have been added to the highly populated Lower Mainland area extending 
from Vancouver proper to Fraser Valley West. It has not been necessary to cross the Fraser 
River except in Fraser Valley East where additional population was needed to permit the 
establishment of the eastern boundary of the riding on the regional district boundary at the 
height of land. s 

On Vancouver Island an additional seat has permitted the division of the extremely large 
Comox—Alberni riding into Nanaimo—Albemi and Comox—Powell River. Comox—Powell 
River remains a large and difficult riding and the population figure is high but community of 
interest establishes the southern boundary very firmly. The extension of the northerly and 
easterly mainland boundary of Comox—Powell River is necessary to reduce pressure on 
Cariboo—Chilcotin. 

The Commission has reviewed the proceedings of the 1973 Commission and has 
endeavoured, wherever possible, to meet the suggestions made by interested persons to that 
Commission in the course of the public hearings which were conducted in all regions of the 
province. 

In establishing the boundaries of the electoral districts the Commission has endeavoured to 
use lines of demarcation which can be readily recognized, such as municipal, regional district 
and land district boundaries or topographical features such as rivers, lakes and heights of land. 


SCHEDULE A 

Legal Descriptions of the Boundaries of the Twenty-eight (28) 

Electoral Districts in British Columbia 

There shall be in the Province of British Columbia twenty-eight (28) electoral districts, each 
of which shall return one member. The Commission proposes that the electoral districts be 
named and described as follows. 

In the following descriptions: 

(a) reference to “street”, “avenue”, “road”, “drive”, “highway”, “boulevard”, “railway”, 
“pipeline”, “right of way”, “strait”, “sound”, “channel”, “pass”, “passage”, “inlet”, 
“reach”, “arm”, “lake”, “river”, “creek” signifies the centre line of such street, avenue, 
road, etc., unless otherwise described; 

(b) wherever any word or expression is used to denote a municipal area, a land district, a 
regional district or an electoral area within the latter, such word or expression shall 
indicate the territorial division as it existed or was bounded on the first day of February 
1975. 

The population figures of each electoral district are taken from the 1971 decennial census. 

1. BURNABY consisting of the territory bounded as follows: commencing at the southwest 
corner of Burnaby District Municipality; thence northerly along the westerly boundary of said 
municipality to the Canadian National Railway right of way; thence easterly along said right of 
way to Sperling Avenue; thence northerly along Sperling^ Avenue to Hastings Street; thence 
easterly along Hastings Street to Inlet Drive; thence nortjJgFly along Inlet Drive to Pandora 
Street; thence easterly along Pandora Street to a point l(ue north of Phillips Avenue; thence 
due north to the northerly boundary of Burnaby District Municipality; thence easterly along 
said boundary to the northeast corner of said municipality; thence southerly and westerly along 
the easterly and southerly boundaries of said municipality to the southwest corner of said 
municipality, being the point of commencement.

( b ) that part of the Greater Vancouver Regional District consisting of the territory bounded 
as follows: commencing at the northwest corner of the Greater Vancouver Regional 
District; thence easterly and northerly along the northerly boundary of said district to the 
westerly, boundary of the watershed of Seymour River; thence southerly along said 
westerly boundary and the westerly boundary of the watershed of Lynn Creek to a point 
due west of the northwest corner of Lot 1523, Group 1, New Westminster Land District; 
thence east to said corner; thence southerly and easterly along the westerly and southerly 
boundaries of said lot to Mosquito Creek; thence southerly along Mosquito Creek to 
Queens Road West; thence easterly along Queens Road West to a point due north of the 
most northerly northwest corner of the City of North Vancouver; thence south to said 
corner; thence easterly along the north boundary of the City of North Vancouver to St.

Tod Inlet and Brentwood Bay to Saanich Inlet; thence northerly to Satellite Channel; thence 
easterly along Satellite Channel, Shute Passage and Prevost Passage to the International 
Boundary between Canada and the United States of America; thence easterly and northerly 
along said boundary to the Strait of Georgia; thence northwesterly along the Strait of Georgia 
to a point northeasterly of Fairway Channel; thence southwesterly to Fairway Channel; thence 
continuing southwesterly along Fairway Channel to Northumberland Channel; thence southerly 
along Northumberland Channel to Dodd Narrows; thence southerly along Dodd Narrows to a 
point due east of the southeast comer of the City of Nanaimo; thence west to said corner; 
thence westerly along the southerly boundary of said city to the most easterly channel of the 
Nanaimo River; thence southerly and westerly along the Nanaimo River and a branch of said 
river, said branch having its source on the south slope of the 4300 foot mountain at latitude 
forty-nine degrees five minutes, longitude one hundred and twenty-four degrees- thirty^me 
minutes, to the westerly boundary of the Nanaimo Regional District; thence northerly along 
said boundary to the easterly boundary of the Alberni-Clayoquot Regional District; thence 
southerly along said easterly boundary to the International Boundary in the Strait of Juan de 
Fuca; thence easterly along the International Boundary to a point due south of the point of 
commencement; thence due north to the point of commencement.

6. ESQUIMALT—SAANICH consisting of the territory bounded as follows: commencing at 
the westerly limit of the City of Victoria in the entrance to Victoria Harbour; thence westerly

to Cedar Hill Cross Road; thence westerly along said road to Cedar Hill Road; thence southerly 
along said road to the northerly limit of the City of Victoria; thence westerly and southerly 
along the northerly and westerly limits of said city to the point of commencement.

S fate Secretary Hugh 
Faulkner told the Commons 
last Thursday the Canadian 
editions of Time and Reader’s 
Digest will lose its special tax

MONTREAL (CP) - The 
organizing committee for the 
1976 Olympic Games still does 
not know the exact number of 
seats that will be available to 
the Canadian public for the 
opening and closing ceremo¬ 
nies. 

At a news conference held 
Monday to clarify the issue of 
availability of tickets for the 
two ceremonies, spokesmen 
for the committee said it will 
be some time before the final 
formula is worked out. 

The capacity of the main 
stadium, where the July 17 
and Aug. 1 ceremonies will be 
held, has been reduced from 
the original 73,239 seats be¬ 
cause of structural changes. 
However, spokesmen were un¬ 
able to say by what number 
of seats capacity would be re¬ 
duced. 

Gerard Savard. director- 
general for the Games’ tick¬ 
ets,' said his office is awaiting 
a report from construction 
sources before it would know' 
the exact capacity of the sta¬ 
dium. 

In an earlier interview, Sa¬ 
vard said an estimated 60,400 
seats would be available to 
spectators. This figure did not 
include approximately 9,000 
seats allocated to athletes and 
to the press. 

A lottery system, whereby 
the Canadian public can take 
a chance at getting tickets for 
the two ceremonies, will be 
set up in September or Oc¬ 
tober, on a “write-in” basis, 
he said. 


Foreign countries will have 
the same number of seats al- 
loted them originally because 
they will continue to retain 35 
per cent of the original 
73,239-seat capacity estimate. 

“Canadians will have at 
least 20,000 of the 22,900 tick¬ 
ets originally set aside for 
them,” he said. 

In addition to the 20,000 
tickets for the Canadian pub¬ 
lic, tickets have been allotted 
for purchase by priority cus¬ 
tomers. 

Priority customers include 
members of Ontario and Que¬ 
bec legislatures, members of 
the Senate and the House in 
Ottawa, members of national 
sports federations, Olympics 
medical personnel, lodging 
employees, members of the 
Olympic Youth Camp and 
Olympic Radio and Television 
officials. 

Tickets for individual sports 
events closed June 30 and will 
be on sale again in September 
at a limited number of out¬ 
lets. 

There will be no limitations 
on tickets a customer, but 
there will be “some sort of re¬ 
striction to prevent corpora¬ 
tions from buying thousands 
of tickets at one time,” the 
spokesman said. 

Only about 25 per cent of 
the tickets in Canada have 
been sold so far. The distribu¬ 
tion structure will be reor¬ 
ganized because of flaws in 
the original plan, w'hich creat¬ 
ed a large imbalance in the 
sales.

"The cut in the budget for 
the provincial museum delay¬ 
ing the opening of the anthro¬ 
pology section is just one 
more example of the lack of 
foresight by members of the 
present administration. 

'The new section, which 
was due to open July 7, 1975, 
lacks the funds for display 
lighting and glass to protect 
the valuable displays because 
of the cutback in this years 
budget. This area, whenever 
it opens, will play a large part 
in closing the gap between In¬ 
dians and non-Indians which 
is due mainly to the fact that 
very little resource material 
has been available to educate 
the general public about the 
province’s first citizens. 

“Indian people going 
through the museum cannot 
help feeling pride at the ac¬ 
complishments and abilities 
of their ancestors displayed 
with such sensitivity. On the 
other hand, non-Indians see¬ 
ing history in perspective will 
have a better understanding 
of the present situation which 
is grabbing the headlines 
across the country. 

"Instead) of cutting back on 
such educational projects the 
government should be looking 
at ways to expand on the im¬ 
portant idea." 

The third-floor exhibit is de¬ 
signed to trace history from 
the- arrival of the first humans 
in the west at the time of the 
petroglyph people up to the 
arrival of the white man. 

Just as the present third- 
floor exhibit takes visitors 
through the streets of a tum- 
of-the-century community, so 
the partner Indian exhibit is 
designed to take them into the 
lieart of an established Indian 
community. 

One of the main exhibits is 
an Indian longhouse designed 
by Johnny Hunt.

Addressing the annual con¬ 
ference of the National Union 
of Minew-orkers in Scar¬ 
borough. he pleaded for rejec¬ 
tion of a demand by militant 
union leaders in the state- 
owned industry for p«y raises 
of between G4 and 94 per cent. 

“The issue now is not 
whether this or any other 
democratic socialist govern¬ 
ment can survive and lead the

"It is 
whether any government so 
constituted, so dedicated to 
the principles of consent and 
consensus within our democ¬ 
racy. can lead this nation.” 

Wilson spoke after NUM 
president Joe Gormley told 
the conference demands for a 
weekly salary of $220 for coal 
face workers are "madness." 

But soon after Wilson sat 
down, Arthur Scargill, com¬ 
munist leader of the York¬ 
shire miners, rose to say his 
members maintain their de¬ 
mand for $230 for face

James Fleming, director ot 
government relations with the 
United Egg Producers, said in 
a telephone interview from 
Atlanta Monday that his orga¬ 
nization will lobby the govern¬ 
ment here to impose across- 
the-board countervailing 
quotas on the currently-sub- 
stantial import of Canadian 
eggs. 

“What we want to see is 
free trade in eggs which we 
think is best for both coun¬ 
tries,” Fleming said. "But if 
we can’t get that we’re cer¬ 
tainly not going to tolerate a 
one-way flow into the United 
States." 

Canada imported about six 
million dozen eggs from the 
U.S. in 1974, primarily for 
table use, while exporting 13 
million dozen, mostly for 
processing. 

Canada also imposed quotas 
in May, 1974, to protect pro¬ 
ducers against low prices bul 
these were lifted the following 
September when U.S. prices 
rose. 

The new quotas will permit 
foreign exporters to supply 
only .36 per cent or the Cana¬ 
dian domestic market in 1976. 


Indians claim entire province

White society in British Co¬ 
lumbia is squatting qn Indian 
land. 

Philip Paul, an executive 
member of the union of B.C. 
Indian Chiefs and its*' former 
land claims director, said in a 
recent interview that abori¬ 
ginal rights to the province 
have never been taken away 
and that they remain valid. 

"We are claiming the entire 


province," he said. "We have 
never been conquered and the 
land has never been sold. If 
you take something without 
the owner’s consent, there 
should be some form of resti¬ 
tution." 

B.C. Indians realize the/ 
are a minority, he explained, 
and they accept that fart. 

"But that doesn’t alter the 
injustice of it," Paul said. 

Using the amounts of land 
Indians received in treaty 
areas of Canada, B.C, Indians 
should have received about 6 


million mope acres than the 
800,000 acres they now hold, 
and "that’s just looking at the 
inadequacy of it." 

When settlement of the 
province began, the whites 
were vastly outnumbered by 
B.C. Indians and the settlers 
knew that if they attempted to 
take the land by conquest, 
"there would be no whites 
here now,” Paul said. 

The Indians of the day had 
a definite system of land own¬ 
ership, Paul said, but the Eu¬ 


ropean concept was, and still 
is, foreign to them. 

There was both clan and 
tribal ownership, but "nobody 
ever tried to possess the land. 
Land was. an extension of 
self," Paul said. 

With the exception of the 
Douglas Treaties and Treaty 
Eight, covering the Peace 
River area, there has never 
been any formal recognition 
of Indian aboriginal claims. 

The problem is compounded

Solution claimed 
in Argentina’s 
crippling strike 


BUENOS AIRES (CP) - 
Argentine Labor Minister Ce¬ 
cil io Conditti said Monday a 
solution had been reached to 
end a 48-hour general strike 
paralysing the country. 

The w'aikout was called to 
protest massive pay cuts or¬ 
dered as a means of fighting 
inflation. 

After holding three hours of 
talks with leaders of the Gen¬ 
eral Labor Confederation 
(CGT), Conditti told report¬ 
ers : 

"I believe we can say good 
night and happy country, lie- 
cause there is a solution.” He 
did not elaborate. 

But CGT leader Casildo 
Herreras told reporters that 
further meetings would be 
held and "we are awaiting a 
reply." 

Buenos Aires and other in¬ 
dustrial cities in the country 
of 24 million were generally 
reported calm Monday, ex¬ 
cept for three reported bomb 
blasts. One blast seriously in¬ 
jured a highway patrolman 
and the 38,000-man federal po¬ 
lice force was ordered to 
check motorists and pedestri¬ 
ans for arms ar*d explosives. 

The 3.5-million-member 
labor confederation tradi¬ 
tionally the backbone of The 
Peronist political movement,

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ed States, including 1975 
models now in showrooms and 
upcoming 1976 models.

"It will stimulate sales and 
increase production and jobs 
in this important industry, di-

Carmakers and auto union 
spokesmen welcomed the 
move, which will remain in 
force until the end of the 
year.

"The industry is still in 
rough shape with half the 
work force off the job at some 
places, mostly parts suppli¬ 
ers," said Abe Taylor, pres¬ 
ident of United Auto Workers 
Local 222 at Oshawa, Ont., 
home of General Motors. 

Ford of Canada president 
Roy Bennett said the action 
provided a "tangible dollars- 
and-cents incentive" to car 
buyers. On Ford’s Granada 
and Monarch models, the tax 
saving would amount to 
almost $210. 

In announcing the $178 mil- 
1 ion Ontario minibudgel, 
McKeough said it had been 
prepared to counter the ef¬ 
fects of the "mischievous,” 
"irrelevant," and “shockingly 
inadequate" federal budget 
handed down June 23 by Fi¬ 
nance Minister John Turner. 

McKeough said the federal 
budget would spur inflation in 
Canada by hiking gasoline 
prices through a 10-cent-a- 
gallon excise tax. It also 
would stall economic recovery 
in Ontario in the second half 
of 1975, he said. 

The minibudget also chan¬ 
nels more money into the bad¬ 
ly-depressed provincial hous¬ 
ing industry and grants mort¬ 
gage subsidies to moderate-in¬ 
come families buying houses 
under a government-spon¬ 
sored home-ownership pro¬ 
gram. 

McKeough said the govern¬ 
ment also plans to save $96 
million in the current fiscal 
year by scaling down land 
purchases and proceeding 
"less ambitiously" with an in¬ 
dustrial parks program. 

Wine-drinkers will get a $4 
million break under the provi¬ 
sions of the minibudgel. 
Prices on wines sofiT through 
the Liquor Control Board of 
Ontario will be reduced in line 
with a recent lowering of th# 
federal excise tax.

Young sea cadets faint during Comox parade 


COMOX — rt’s inhuman. 

That was the feeling 
expressed by some spectators 
Sunday as they watched 
young sea cadets, both boys 
and girls, dropping like flies 
during a ceremonial parade 
at KMCS Quadra. 

The parade, held on the 
warmest day of the y.ear, 
started at 10 a.m. and while 
Commander \V. R. Vipond 
and dignitaries Gerry Bishop 
and Richard Wilson were in¬ 
specting the cadets, there was 
a steady stream of cadets 


being helped off the parade 
ground after fainting because 
of the oppressive heat, then in 
the low 80’s. 

The youngsters were assist¬ 
ed. to the nearby breezeway 
and later transferred to a 
large barrack room after 
extra chairs and beds were 
rushed into the building to 
cope with the emergency. 

Hie nearby medical 
quarters were also full, but 
the steady stream continued. 

Some of those brought in for 
medical treatment were in a 


semi-conscious state with sev¬ 
eral complaining of stomach 
pains while others just wanted 
to be sick. 

As the inspection ended, 
and the dignitaries took their 
place on the reviewing stand, 
more than 50 cadets were 
being treated by medical 
staff. 

The parade should have 
been scheduled for evening, 
one sj>ectator said as he 
watched two cadets being as¬ 
sisted off the parade ground 
while another spectator said 


the whole scene was “inhu¬ 
man.” 

Many spectators said 
youngsters should not be re¬ 
quired to parade under such 
conditions and they suggested 
such events should be held in 
the evening when tempera¬ 
tures an» cooler. 

Welcoming Bishop, pres¬ 
ident of the Island division of 
the Navy League of Canada, 
and Wilson, first vice- 
president of the B.C. Main¬ 
land division, Vipond said that 
while HMCS Quadra is exclu¬ 


sively the responsibility of the 
Department of National De¬ 
fence. the support and encour¬ 
agement of sea cadet corps 
across Canada is very much 
more the responsibility of 
Navy,League branches and it 
is from these corps that 
cadets come to Quadra. 

The camp, now in its 26th 
year, is a training centre for 
2,000 cadets who will be at¬ 
tending this summer for 
periods of from two to eight 
weeks. 

The camp offers a variety 


of land-based courses from 
cooking to engineering and a 
sea program which makes use 
of more than 100 vessels 
under power and sail. 

This year, International Wo¬ 
men’s Year, women are at 
Quadra for the first time. 

Vipond, explaining to the 
audience the role of the 
Quadra camp, said “we' try to 
take our responsibilities as 
adults seriously.” 

“We have decided .we have 
an obligation to develop a 


sense of purpose and aware¬ 
ness of responsibility,” Vi¬ 
pond said, “not by marching 
around a parade square, not 
by sailing, not by training or 
recreational programs, but by 
trying to involve people in ac¬ 
tivities where responsibility is 
expected.”

Another said the group 
would talk only with the “top 
dog” who, in this case, is 
Larry White of the Vancouver 
office. 

Wilson Bob, another 
member of the "occupation 
force.” said he understood 
that attempts will l»e made to 
have White meet with the In¬ 
dians in Nanaimo in the near 
future but nothing definite has 
l>een arranged.

Ban on shellfishing 
puzzles health chief 


COURTENAY - Upper Is¬ 
land medical health officer 
Dr. G. A. Gibson admitted 
Monday he is at a loss to 
know the reason for closing of 
a seven-mile stretch of beach 
in Campbell River to shell¬ 
fishing. 

He made the comment 
shortly after it was announced 
by federal fisheries vdistrict 
supervisor Joseph Fielden 
that the area between Shelter 
Point and Duncan Bay was 
being posted as being contam¬ 
inated. 

The closure means that no 
one w r ill be allowed to gather 
shellfish of any kind including 
oysters, clams and mussels. 

Fielden said the closure has 
been made because of high 
coliform couiit in the waters 
of Discovery Passage. 

“The high count is a insult 
of the many homes on septic 


tanks in the area,” Fielden 
said. 

Gibson said he would like to 
see the bacteriological result 
of water quality studies which 
resulted in the closure notices 
being posted. 

”1 have not seen the report 
and am at a loss to know why 
the closure has been effect¬ 
ed,” Gib on said. 

The authority to declare the 
beach contaminated came in 
a directive from the federal 
health department, the health 
officer said. 

Environment protection ser¬ 
vice officers will be in Camp¬ 
bell River ^shortly to take fur¬ 
ther water samples but Fiel¬ 
den could give no indication 
when these tests would be 
made or how long the closure 
will remain in effect.

day-care patients. 

The report, which had its 
beginning in late March at the 
request of the Cowichan Re¬ 
gion Hospital District, con¬ 


tains a number of recOmmen- 
dations along w’ith results 
from a survey of the commu¬ 
nity and the medical profes¬ 
sion in the area. 

It is recommended that the 
new r psychiatric unit with two 
flooi*s be housed in a hew 
building to the east of the 
Cowichan acute hospital 
building. There would be a 
covered walkway or corridor 
joining ihe two facilities. 

The consultant suggests 
that, the general layout and 
design be an “open” one con¬ 
taining n<-> locked doors except 
where privacy is needed. 


Service will be rendered to 
all persons who have psychia¬ 
tric disorders. The report 
does suggest that some excep¬ 
tions be made for people with 
chronic brain syndromes who 
are unlikely to be helped by 
short-term treatment. 

It is also suggested that 
people under 15 and over 70 
years of age, along wdth tl»se 
suffering from overdoses or 
acute alcoholism, should be 
referred elsewhere for treat¬ 
ment. 

Although most psychiatric 
units do not generally contain 
facilities for- community re¬ 


source functions such as men¬ 
tal health, the author of the 
study remarks that he feels it 
would be a distinct advan¬ 
tage for treatment. 

Alternative design features 
for the proposed unit • to in¬ 
clude a mental health facility 
have been considered by the 
psychiatric committee. 

Although the ideal situation 
for a unit such as the pro- 
posed one is to have a psychi¬ 
atrist as the unit chief, it is 
sometimes difficult to fill this 
position on a full-time basis. 

Irwin suggests that a psy¬ 


chiatrist be engaged on a ses¬ 
sional basis and designated 
“area clinician.’’ The consul¬ 
tant also recommends that n 
psychologist be associated 
with the unit on a part-time 
basis. 

The psychiatric committee 
has decided to hold a meeting# 
in the next month with a 
number of psychiatrists and 
other professionals for consul¬ 
tation and advice. 

Guidelines will be es¬ 
tablished at this meeting for 
submission to the B.C. Hospi¬ 
tal Insurance Commission. 
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Bigger grain crop 
forecast by firm 


WINNIPEG (CP) — United 
Grain Growers UGG predicts 
the prairie crop this year will 
surpass 1974 figures for all 
grains and oilseeds except 
rye. 

In its first crop report of the 
year, the prairie-wide eleva¬ 
tor cooperative says the pro¬ 
duction forecasts reflect rela¬ 
tively early seeding of the 
1975 crop and generally good 
moisture conditions. 

UGG predicts a spring 
wheat crop of 511 million 


bushels compared with 437.5 
million harvested last year 

The forecast is based on es¬ 
timates made in late June by 
selected elevator managers at 
key sample points. Hie man¬ 
agers were supplied with 1974 
seeded acreage figures from 
the Canadian wheat board, 
and were asked to estimate 
the change in seeded acreage 
this year and the expected 
yield per acre. The figures 
were processed by computer.

Lower price hikes 


OTTAWA (CP) - An im¬ 
proved crop forecast and a 
general easing in the rate of 
inflation may keep food-cost 
increases in 1975 below the 
rates of the last two years, 
the food prices review board 
said Monday. 

However, the board, in its 
eighth quarterly report, 
warned that wage demands in 
the second half of the year 
may offset the impact of an 
expected good field crop 
harvest. 

Food costs increased by 


about five per cent in the first 
six months of the year, the 
board said, compared to in¬ 
creases of more than nine- 
per-cent in - the first six 
months of both 1973 and 1974. 
Food prices increased by a 
total of 14.6 per cent in 1973 
and 16.2 per cent in 1974. 

While food costs in the first 
three months of 1975 in¬ 
creased by less than one per 
cent, the board’s 12-city price 
survey showed a further in¬ 
crease of almost four per cent 
in the second quarter of the

Grit flays Barrett’s ‘backwoods’ mentality 


EDMONTON (CPJ - Alber¬ 
ta Liberal leader Nick fay lot- 
said that B.C. Premier Bar- 
rett is exhibiting a ‘back- 
woods" mentality in thinking 
that engineering firms from 
overseas are better than Ca¬ 
nadian firms. 

Taylor said he has written 
to Prime Minister Trudeau 
asking him to stop Barrett 
from awarding the engineer¬ 


ing of a proposed $850 million 
government-owned refinery in 
B.C. to British engineers. 

He said there were many 
engineering firms in Canada, 
especially in Alberta, that 
could handle the engineering 
of a refinery in B.C. 

He said it was "the height 
of hypocrisy" for a leader of 
the NDP to contract British 
engineers to do a refinery job 
here in Canada. 


Taylor added that Barren 
showed "alarming naivete" 
about engineering, saying he 
should know thai engineers 
can draw the specifications 
for a project in such a way 
that bidding can only be done 
on certain parts by certain 
firms throughout the world. 

Taylor also criticized feder¬ 
al Northern Affairs Minister 
Judd Buchanan and Energy 


Minister Donald Macdonald 
for inadequately answering 
complaints that Imperial and 
Gulf Oil were awarding the 
engineering of a hydrocarbon 
plant in the Mackenzie Delta 
to the Americans. 

They also displayed alarm¬ 
ing naivete, lie said, by as¬ 
suming it did not matter too 
much if the engineering was 
done outside the country as 


long as the orders for the ma¬ 
terial were placed inside Can¬ 
ada . 

"This flies in the face of ad¬ 
vice from the- Economic Coun¬ 
cil of Canada as well as most 
of the forward thinking econo¬ 


mists of today, who state that 
Canada’* future does not lie 
in process and large-scale 
manufacturing but in develop¬ 
ing our engineering, research 
and financial expertise," Tay¬ 
lor said. 
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4 Hydro must get better 
or boost cost to users’ 


Opposition Leader WUliam 
Bennett said Monday that 
B.C. Hydro will "either have 
to greatly Increase its ef¬ 
ficiency, or increase exists to 
consumers" in light of recent¬ 
ly-announced losses in earn¬ 
ings. 

And he said he didn’t “see 
much chance of the crown 
corporation improving its ef¬ 
ficiency." 

In its last annual report, 
Hydro reported a drop in net 
income from $14 million to $3 
million, but government 
spokesmen have said there 
are no plans to increase cost 
to residential consumers. 

"The fact of the matter is 
that Hydro, like all other 
crown corporations, is out of 
control," Bennett said. "It is 
just another in a long line of 
government-operated en¬ 
terprises with a record of de¬ 
clining finances." 

Bennett, back in Victoria af¬ 
ter a tour of medical and 
prison facilities in the pro¬ 
vince, said it became increas¬ 
ingly obvious to him on his 
tour that "this government’s 
crown corporations are si¬ 
phoning money out of the 
provincial pot at an alarming 
rate and cutting back on ser¬ 
vices to people to make up 
their losses." 

He said many provincial in¬ 
stitutions he visited were 
hopelessly understaffed simply 
because there is a freeze on 
hiring. "They are not even 
replacing people who quit or 
retire,” he said* 

Bennett suggested that if the 
government really wanted to 
save money it could "start 
cutting down on the numbers 
of high-priced assistants sur¬ 
rounding cabinet ministers." 

He also suggested it was ri¬ 
diculous for the government 
to lie establishing more crown 
corporations "for the minister 
of lands to run" when existing. 
companies run by the govern¬ 
ment were losing money so 
heavily. 

Bennett was referring to re¬ 
cent legislation giving Re¬ 
sources Minister Robert Wil¬ 
liams the right to establish 
crown corporations to run the 
Princess Marguerite, and to 
develop Victoria’s Inner Har¬ 
bor and the Whistler Moun¬ 
tain ski area. 

Bennett also had critical 
words for Premier Barrett’s 
proposed oil refinery. 

If built, the refinery is ex¬ 
pected to be in operation by 
1981-82. The province of Allrer- 
ta has stated it could guaran¬ 
tee supplies of crude oil for 
the refinery up to those years 
but not beyond. Barrett has 
said he will not use Alaska 
crude oil in the B.C. refinery'. 

"I think it’s just another of 
his schemes to keep our 
minds off our real economic 
woes,” Bennett said. "It’s 
something like the Datsun 
plant lie promised when he 
ran in the last election. It 
hasn’t arrived yet. 

"They’re running this gov¬ 
ernment like the Keystone 
Cops- They’re running around 
everywhere hoping against 
hope that something good will 
come out of the confusion."

About 25 Victorians were 
among 150 demonsUators 
from B.C. and Washington 
state who gathered Sunday at 
the site of the U.S. Navy’s 
Trident nuclear submarine 
base at Bangor. Wash., to 
plant a vegetable garden just 
outside the gate. 

Two of them — high school 
student Jennifer *Beaven and 
actor Paul van Goozen — 
.joined about 30 of the defnorv- 
strators to extend the garden 
of beans, peas and wheat in¬ 
side the base. 

David Jackman, spokesman 
for the Victoria members of 
Pacific Life Community, said 
U.S. defence department jwv 
lice peacefully escorted the 
group out of the base. 


Pacific Life Community is 
an international non-violent 
resistance group with 
members in Seattle as well as 
Vancouver and Victoria. 

Purpose of the demon¬ 
stration was to point up that 
the reported $15 billion to be 
spent on the nuclear base 
could be put to better use in 
battling world hunger, Jack- 
man told the Colonist Mon¬ 
day. 

He also said the group 
wanted to publicize that the 
U.S. is "paving over” the 
South Pacific island of Tinian 
to be used as a nuclear base. 
Tinian, he said, is the most 
important agricultural island 
in the Micronesian group. 

The demonstrators drove to 
Bangor in a 30-car cavalcade 


from nearby Seabeck w'here 
they had attended the annual 
conference of the Fellowship 
of Reconciliation sponsored 
by peace groups in the north¬ 
west U.S., Jackman said. 

The group had asked to 
speak to the base commander 
but he would not appear. 
Jackman said. 

He laid he doesn’t expect 
the garden to survive but U.S. 
Navy personnel were making 
an obvious effort not to run 
over the garden. 

No arrests were made dur¬ 
ing the peaceful confronta¬ 
tion. This is the second dem¬ 
onstration involving Pacific 
Life Community in a week.

Sharp’s wife dies 


OTTAWA (CPt - Daisy 
Sharp, wife of Privy Council 
President Mitchell Sharp, was 
buried in a private ceremony 
at Capital Memorial Gardens 
here Saturday. She died 
Thursday in hospital, bu* no 
announcement was made until 
Monday. 

Mrs. Sharp had suffered 
from an incurable disease 
which left her an Invalid for 
years. She was 69. 

The Sharps had a son, Noel, 
of Bassano, Alta. 

Mrs. Sharp was sister of 
Jack Boyd of Winnipeg and 
Mrs. William Maude Kruger 
of Vancouver. 

The Sharps were married 
April 3, 1938, at a United 
Church in Winnipeg, about 
four years after they met. 

Her husband, currently on 
the front benches of the Liber¬ 
al majority government, was 
external affairs minister from 
1968 until his most recent ap¬ 
pointment as Privy Council 
president last August. 

He was finance minister 
from 1965 until 1968 and trade 
and commerce minister from 
1963 until 1965. 

Mrs. Sharp held a degree in 
mathematics and jihvsics 
from the University of Mani¬ 
toba. It was while Sharp was 
in his third year at the univer¬ 
sity that they met. 

Mrs. Sharp, then Daisy 
Boyd, came to Canada with 
her mother and father, two 
sisters and a brother from 
Ireland in 1911. 

As a young girl she was ac¬ 


tive in sports and was consid¬ 
ered an above-average stu¬ 
dent. She loved to skate and 
became a good hotkey player 
to the extent that she became 
captain of a local hockey 
team. 

Sharp once recalled that he 
played hockey and tennis in 
those days "but Daisy was 
better at both than I was. It 
was a little disconcerting." At 
one time she was a Manitoba 
junior tennis champion. 


For about six years during 
and after the Second World 
War, the Sharps cared for an 
English boy, Lawrence Hol¬ 
den. as well as their own son. 

Lawrence was sent to Cana¬ 
da at age three by his parents 
when England was being bat¬ 
tered by the Luftwaffe in 1941. 

"He was just like a son to 
us; he and Noel . . . had some 
very good times together.” 
Mrs. Sharp once said.

In addition, the clubs will 
have to delineate what recruit¬ 
ing activities the league con¬ 
ducts for U.S.-born players. 

A sjxtkesman for the depart¬ 
ment said Monday that simi¬ 
lar rules will apply to base¬ 
ball and soccer leagues in the 
U.S. 

“Since 19U7, the lalxtr de¬ 
partment has had blanket cer¬ 
tification for top athletes and 
entertainers with outstanding 
merit, who can enter without 
specific certification,” the 
spokesman said. 

Now. he said, such blanket 
certification will he condi¬ 
tional upon the filing of such 
annual reports and will apply 
only to top leagues. Others 
will have to apply for specific 
I >layer-by-player certification. 

“What threw the whole 
thing into the tan was 
soccer,” the labor department 
spokesman said. 

‘‘Small soccer leagues had 
been springing up and form¬ 
ing ethnic teams, paying the 
players something like $300 a 
month. The players were 
coming in under blanket cer¬ 
tification. 

“Then, when these small, 
leagues collapsed, the players 
were drifting off into other 
lines of work within the U.S. 

‘ It's our .job to certify that 
nobody in the U.S. is able to 
do the job the former player 
i$ applying for.” 

The sjxikesman said that 
labor department lawyers 
“got a little bit concerned” 
over the situation and decided 
that such blanket certification 
would apply in future only to 
“organized league sports.” 

He said that the NHL. base¬ 
ball and soccer are ihe only 
sprats which will be required 
to justify blanket certification 
annually because these are 
the main sports in the U.S. 
with a high percentage of 
foreign players. , 

“No alien pla.ver will he 
certified unless he is under 
contract.” the labor depart¬ 
ment spokesman said. 

This means that a Canadian 
hockev pla.Ver. travelling to 
the U.S. fop a tryout with a 
U.S. team hut not undor con¬ 
tract to th.it team, would 
have to apply for entry under 
a visitor's \ isa.

"I don't really think Con¬ 
nors is doing it (filing the 
suitl,” Ashe said upon arrival 
here for a promotion. “I think 
it’s his manager. Bill Rior¬ 
dan. A 23-year-old kid doesn't 
go around suing everybody.” 

He said Connors is "basical¬ 
ly a nice guy,” and said he 
would like to play alongside 
him for the United States in 
Davis Cup competition. 

“Bill he's being handled like 
a prize lighter." said Ashe. 

“If left to his own devic es. I 
don’t think he would be say¬ 
ing the things he's saying.” 

Ashe, the first black man to 
ever win a championship at 
Wimbledon, recalled a talk he 
had’with Connors last week. 

“Jimmy’s locker was about 
two yards from mine," Ashe 
said. “One morning 'L said 
'.Jimmy, why don’t you and I 
and some of .the other Davis 
Cup i(layers no lawyers 
have a chat sometime?” 

“Hp said fine. But the next 
day, Riordan called us and 
said he would represent Con¬ 
nors in the meeting.” 

Ashe said the meeting was 
called off because, “you know 
what would have happened.”

He did not elaborate.

At a news conference hpld 
Monday to clarify the issue of 
availability of tickets for the 
two ceremonies, s|»oke.smen 
for the committee said ii will 
be soinp time beforp the final 
formula is worked out. 

The capacity of the main 
stadium, where the July 17 
and Aug. 1 ceremonies will be 
held, has been reduced from 
the original 73.239 seats be¬ 
cause of structural changes. 
However, spokesmen were un¬ 
able to say by what number 
of seats capacity would be re¬ 
duced. 

Gerard Spvard. director- 
general for the Games’ tick¬ 
ets, said his office Is awaiting 
a report from construction 
sources before it would know 
the exact capacity of Ihe sta¬ 
dium. 

In an earlier interview. Sa- 
vard said an estimated 60,400 
seats would be available to 
spectators. This figure did not 
include approximately 9,000 
seats allocated to athletes and 
to the press. 

A lottery system, whereby 
the Canadian public can take 
a chance at getting tickets for 
the two ceremonies, will be 
set up in September or Oc¬ 
tober. on a ’•write-in” basis, 
he said. 


Foreign countries will have 
the same number of seats al- 
loled them originally because 
they will continue to retain 35 
per cent of the original 
73,239-seat capacity estimate. 

“Canadians wiH have at 
least 20,00(1 of the 22,900 tick¬ 
ets originally set asjde ^ for 
them," he said. 

In addition to the 20,000 
tickets for the Canadian pub¬ 
lic, tickets have been allolted 
for purchase by priority cus¬ 
tomers. 

Priority customers include 
members of Onlario and Que¬ 
bec- legislatures, members of 
the Senate and the House in 
Ottawa, members of national 
sports federations, Olympics 
medical personnel, lodging 
employees, members of the 
Olympic Youth Camp and 
Olympic Radio and Television 
officials. 

Tickets for indiv idual sports 
events closed June 30 and will 
be on sale again in September 
at a limited nifmber of out¬ 
lets. 

There will he rfo limitations 
on tickets a customer, hut 
there will he “some sort of re¬ 
striction to prevent corpora¬ 
tions from buying thousands 
of tickets at one time,” the 
sfKikesnian said. 

Only about 25 per cent of 
ihp tickets in Canada have 
been sold so far. The distribu¬ 
tion structure will be reor¬ 
ganized because of flaws in 
the original plan, which creat¬ 
ed‘a large imbalance in the 
sales.

Legal secretaries 
given new image

Binnie likes to write letters, 
but she has no one to write to. 

She is 37 years old, physi- 
oally handicapped, and lives 
in a local institution. She is 
only one of the many han¬ 
dicapped, elderly or somehow 
disadvantaged people on wiat- 
ing lists at Victoria’s citizen 
advocacy office. 

Citizen advocacy is a pro¬ 
gram that matches a volun¬ 
teer with one person who 
needs help or companionship, 
according to the talents and 
time the volunteer is willing 
to give. Advocacy can involve 
one afternoon of giving spe¬ 
cial advice, or a continuing 
friendship. 


The lilt of people waiting 
for advocates could be end¬ 
less, co-ordinator Richard 
Johnston said, and it Is added, 
to by all kinds of institutions 
and social workers. 

Bonnie (that’s not her real 
name) has no family to care 
for, or to care about her. She 
has no close friends at the in¬ 
stitution where she Uvea, and 
i« known as a bit of a loner. 

Although physically han¬ 
dicapped, she is alert and 
well oriented. Her speech 
tends to be somewhat slurred, 
but she comprehend* every¬ 
thing said to her. 

Her needs are typical — 
someone to talk to and »hare 
her feelings, and encourage 
social contact by taking her to 
a picnic or family barbecue.

Another on the list is six- 
year-old Stove, born with 
Downs syndrome. which 
makes him physically, and. to 
some extent, mentaUy retard¬ 
ed. 

He lives at home, but he 
has no One to play with be¬ 
cause he has no brothers or 
sisters. His parents are run¬ 
ning their own business and 
find it hard to make time to 
be with him. 

He is a waftn, responsive 
child who needs attention and 
some opportunities to develop 
socially outside his family. In¬ 


terest from an advocate 
might make the parents feel 
less lonely, tod. 

A typical elderly candidate 
for advocacy is Ruth, who 
spends mbst of her time 
watching television in the rest 
home where she lives. 

She is sad And scared and 
needs some social contacts to 
build her confidence. She is 
much , more dependent on the 
nursing home staff than is 
necessary. Her advocate 
could encourage her to do 
things for herself, find new in¬ 
terests for her, or simply take 
her on outings to see what 
Victoria looks like. 

She likes to talk if someone 
else starts a conversation, but 
a hearing problem discour¬ 
ages her from seeking out 
other people. 

She needs A persistent ad¬ 
vocate to overcome her lack 
of confidence.

Conflict may crack 
wide open on eggs 


“The provincial govern¬ 
ment. either by design or 
through the now familiar 'ac¬ 
tion without thought’, for 
which it is becoming famous, 
seems hell-bent on completely 
alienating Indian people. 

“The cut in the budget for 
the provincial museum delay¬ 
ing the opening of the anthro¬ 
pology section is just one 
more example of the lack of 
foresight by members of the 
present administration. 

“The new section, which 
was due to ripen July 7, 1975, 
lacks the funds for display 
lighting and glass to protect 
the valuable displays 1 because 
of the cutback in this year's 
budget. This area, whenever 
it opens, will play a large part 
in closing the gap between In¬ 
dians and non-Indians which 
is due mainly to the fact that 
very little resource material 
has been available to educate 
the general public about the 
province’s first citizens. 

’’Indian people going 
through the museum cannot 
help feeling pride at the ac¬ 
complishments and abilities 
of their ancestors displayed 
with such sensitivity. On the 
other hand, non-Indians see¬ 
ing history in perspective will 
have a better understanding 
of the present situation which 
is grabbing the headlines 
across the country. 

“Instead of cutting ba6k on 
such educational projects the 
government should be looking 
at ways to expand on the im¬ 
portant idea.” 

The third-floor exhibit is de¬ 
signed to trace history from 
the arrival of the first humans'* 
in the west at the time of the 
petroglyph people up to* the 
arrival of the white man. 

Just as the present third- 
floor exhibit takes visitors 
through the streets of a tum- 
of-the-centurv community, so 
Ihe partner Indian exhibit is 
designed to take them into the 
heart of an established Indian 
community. 

One of the main exhibits is 
an Indian longhouse designed 
by Johnny Hunt. Indian 
dances were to be staged 
daily throughout the summer. 

Another exhibit is the com¬ 
plete cross-section of an an¬ 
thropological excavation car¬ 
ried out at an Indian settle¬ 
ment at Montague Harbor on 
Galiano Island. A complete 
section of the excavation was 
transported to the rritiseuni in 
pieces and now forms part of 
one of ihe museum walls. It

WASHINGTON (CP) U.S. 
egg producers are preparing 
an all-out campaign, to pro- 
m o t e severe retaliation 


LONDON (AP* Prime 
Minister Harold Wilson told 
British workers Monday that 
continued inflationary pay 
raises would be "crazy, even 
suicidal" in the current state 
of the country’s economy. 

Addressing the annual con¬ 
ference of the National Union 
of Mineworkers in Scar¬ 
borough. he pleaded for rejec¬ 
tion of a demand by militant 
union leaders in the state- 
owned industry for pay raises 
of between 61 and 91 per cent. 

“The issue now Is not 
whether this or any other 
democratic socialist govern¬ 
ment can survive and lead the 
nation to full employment and 


against Canadian producers 
unless Ottawa immediately 
lifts the egg-import quotas it 
imposed last week. 


a greater measure of social 
justice." Wilson said. “It is 
whether any government so 
constituted, so dedicated to 
the principles of consent and 
consensus within our democ¬ 
racy. can lead this nation.” 

Wilson spoke after NUM 
president Joe Gormley told 
the conference demands for a 
weekly salary of $220 for coal 
face workers are “madness.” 

But soon after Wilson sat 
down. Arthur Scargill, com¬

James Fleming, director of 
government relations with the 
United Egg Producers, said in 
a telephone interview from 
Atlanta Monday that his orga¬ 
nization will lobby the govern¬ 
ment here lo impose aeross- 
the-board, countervailing 
quotas on the currently-sub- 
stantial import of Canadian 
eggs. 

“What we want to see is 
free trade in eggs which we 
think is best for both coun¬ 
tries,” Fleming said. “But if 
we can’t get that we’re cer¬ 
tainly not going lo tolerate a 
one-way flow into the United 
States." 

Canada imported about six 
million dozen eggs from the 
U.S. in 1974, primarily for 
table use. while exporting 13 
million ‘dozen, mostly for 
processing. 

Canada also imposed quotas 
in May, 1974, to protect, pro¬ 
ducers against low* prices but 
these were lifted the following 
September when U.S. prices 
rose. 

The new quotas will peripit 
foreign exporters to supply 
only .38 per cent of the Cana¬ 
dian domestic market in 1976.

WAS B.C, STOLEN? 

Indians claim entire province 


Second of Four Parts

White society in British Co¬ 
lumbia is squatting on Indian 
land. 

Philip Paul, an executive 
member of the union of B.C. 
Indian Chiefs and its former 
land claims director, said in a 
recent interview that abori¬ 
ginal rights to the province 
have never been taken away 
and that they remain valid. 

“We are claiming the entire 


province,” he said. “We have 
never been conquered and the 
land has never been sold. If 
you take something without 
,the owner’s consent, there 
should be some-form of resti¬ 
tution.” 

B.C. Indians realize they 
are a minority, he explained, 
and they accept that fact. 

"But that doesn’t alter the 
injustice of it,” Paul said. 

Using the amounts of land 
Indians received in treaty 
areas of Canada, B.C. Indians 
should have received about 6 


f 


million more acres than Ihe 
800,000 acres they now hold, 
and "that’s just looking at the 
inadequacy of it.” 

When settlement of the 
province bj?gan, the whites 
were vastly outnumbered by 
B.C. Indians and the settlers 
knew that if they attempted to 
take the land by conquest, 
“there would be no whites 
here now.” Paul said. 

The Indians of the day had 
a definite system of land own¬ 
ership, Paul said, but the Eu- 


rupean concept was, and still 
is. foreign to them. 

There was both clan and 
tribal ownership, but “nobody 
ever tried to possess the land. 
Land was an extension of 
self,” Paul said. 

With .the exception of the 
•Douglas Treaties and Treaty 
Eight, covering the Peace 
River area, there has never 
been any formal recognition 
of Indian aboriginal claims. 

The problem is compounded 
by the fact that the province, 
and prior to its establishment 


in 1871, the colonial adminis¬ 
tration, has had complete con¬ 
trol over land. 

In parts of Ontario and in

TORONTO (UPI) The 
Ontario government, in a 
move to stimulate production 
and create jobs in the prov¬ 
ince’s sagging automobile in¬ 
dustry. has lifted a 5-per¬ 
cent sales tax on new North 
American-built care. 

The tax elimination, an¬ 


nounced Monday as part of a 
new provincial niinibudget, 
will save buyers an average 
$175 and put an extra $24 mil¬ 
lion back into consumers' 
pockets. 

It applies to all new passen¬ 
ger cars and station wagons 
built in Canada and the Unit- 


Solution claimed 
in Argentina’s 
crippling strike 


BUENOS AIRES (CPl 
Argentine Labor Minister Ce- 
cilio Conditti said Monday a 
solution had been reached to 
end a 48-hour general strike 
paralysing the country. 

The walkout was called to 
protest massive pay cuts or¬ 
dered as a means of fighting 
inflation. 

After holding three hours of 
talks with leaders of the Gen¬ 
era! Labor Confederation 
(CGT). Conditti told report¬ 
ers : 

“1 believe we can say good 
night and happy country, be¬ 
cause there is a solution.” He 
did not elaborate. 

But CGT leader Casildo 
Herreras told reporters that 
further meetings would be 
held and “we are awaiting a 
reply.” 

Buenos Aires and other in¬ 
dustrial cities in the country 
of 24 million were generally 
reported calm Monday, ex¬ 
cept for three reported bomb 
blasts. One blast seriously in¬ 
jured a highway patrolman 
and the 38.000-man federal po¬ 
lice force was ordered to 
check motorists and pedestri¬ 
ans for arms and explosives. 

The 3.5-million-member 
labor confederation tradi¬ 
tionally the backbone of the 
Peronist political movement, 
also called the 48-hour strike 
at midnight Sunday night to 
press demands for the resig¬ 
nation from the government 
of Jose Lopez Rega and Celes- 
tino Rodrigo. 

t/opez Rega is Mrs. Peron’s 
private secretary and govern¬ 
ment strongman. Rodrigo as 
economy minister set the gui¬ 
delines by which Mrs. Peron 
decreed that recent wage set¬ 


tlements between unions and 
employers ranging up to 130 
per cent must be rolled back 
to no more than 50 per cent. 

Inflation exceeds 110 per 
cent a year in Argentina, 
which is also suffering serious 
balance-ol-payments difficul¬ 
ties. A leading newspaper es¬ 
timated that the two-day 
strike will cost the troubled 
economy $S00 million. 
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ed States, including 1975 
models no<V in showrooms and 
upcoming 1976 models. The 
sole exception will be luxury 
North American cars. 

“It will stimulate sales and 
increase production and jobs 
in this important industry, di* 
r e c 11 y employing 100,000 
workers in the province,” 
Treasurer Darcy McKeough 
told the Legislature. “Expan¬ 
sionary benefits will spread 
throughout the country.” 

Carmakers and auto union 
spokesmen welcomed the 
move, which will remain in 
force until the end of the 
year. Rut union represent¬ 
atives warned the industry 
had a long way to go to full 
recovery. 

“The industry is still in 
rough shape with half the 
work force off the job at som£ 
places, mostly parts suppli¬ 
ers.” said Abe Taylor, pres¬ 
ident of United Auto Workers 
Local 222 at Oshawa, Ont.. 
home of General Motors. 

Ford of Canada president 
Roy Bennett said the action 
provided a “tangible dollars- 
and-cents incentive” to car 
buyers. On Ford’s Granada 
and Monarch models, the tax 
saving would amount to 
almost $210. 

In announcing Ihe $178 mil- 
lion Ontario minibudget, 
McKeough said it had been 
prepared to counter the ef¬ 
fects of the “mischievous.” 
“irrelevant,” and “shockingly 
inadequate” federal budget 
banded down June 23 by Fi¬ 
nance Minister John Turner. 

McKeough said the federal 
budget would spur inflation in 
Canada bv hiking gasoline 
prices through a 10-cent-a- 
gallon excise tax. It also 
would stall economic recovery 
in Ontario in the second haif 
ot 1975, he said. 

The minibudget also chan¬ 
nels more money into the bad- 
ly-depressed provincial hous¬ 
ing industry and grants mort¬ 
gage subsidies to moderate-in¬ 
come families buying houses 
under . a government-spon¬ 
sored home-ownership pro¬ 
gram. 

McKeough said the govern¬ 
ment also plans to save $96 
million in the current fiscal 
year by scaling down land 
purchases and proceeding 

"less ambitiously” with an in¬ 
dustrial parks program. 

Wine-drinkers will get a $4 
million break under the provi¬ 
sions of the minibudget. 
Prices on wines sold through 
the Liquor Control Boat'd of 
Ontario will be reduced in line 
with a recent lowering of the 
federal excise tax.

If terms discussed at Mon¬ 
day’s meeting are pursued, 
"there’s a good chance of a 
settlement,” Jack Campbell, 
executive director of the 
Health Sciences Association, 
said. 

The union, which^ deleted a 
no-strike clause from its con¬ 
stitution in May, has been 
taking strike votes in several 
hospitals and planned to initi¬ 
ate strike action if Sims’ rec¬ 
ommendations were rejected. 

The union represents 
2.500 X-ray and laboratory 
technicians, dieticians, phy¬ 


siotherapists, pharmacists, 
and medical records librari¬ 
ans at 81 B.C. hospitals. 

Campbell said votes back¬ 
ing strike action have been 
taken al hospitals in Van¬ 
couver, Burnaby.

Trail, Kamloops, Prince 
George, Terrace, Kitimat and 
Nanaimo. Votes at the 13 hos¬ 
pitals ranged between 85 and 
90 per cent in favor of a 
strike. Paramedics at Pentic¬ 
ton Regional Hospital gave 
tlx; lowest pro-strike majority 
of 58 per cent. 


A coroner’s jury has 
assessed no blame in the June 
14 drowning death of a Saan¬ 
ich woman at Kemp Lake. 

The Inquest in the death of 
Kathleen Joan Mallory, 1540 
Mortimer, was told Monday 
night in Sooke that the death 
occurred when the car in 
which she was a passenger 
plunged into the lake from 
Milligan Road. The road ends 
abruptly at the lake and there 
is no barrier or warning sign. 

The driver, Wayne Lloyd 
Hansen, 23, of Sooke, and 
Mrs. Mallory, 20, were on 
their way to a house where 
Mrs. Mallory planned to 
spend the night when the ac¬ 
cident occurred in early 
morning darkness, the inquest 
.was told. 

Hansen, who said he was fa¬ 
miliar with the area, told the 
inquest that he thought he 
was on Kemp Lake Road. He 
had been aware Milligan 
ended in the lake. 

The accident was not re¬ 
ported until June 17. Immedi¬ 
ately after the car plunged 
into the lake, Hansen said he 
escaped, came to the surface, 
made one attempt to rescue 
the woman, thought she was 
on the way to the surface, and 
swam ashore. 

He then broke into a nearby 
house after yelling for help, 
he testified. However, hr 
made no attempt to use a 
telephone in the house. He 
stayed in the home for about 
five hours, then returned to 
his residence where he stayed 
until reporting the accident.

Hansen said 
he replied, “Get out quick.” 

After escaping from the 
car, which came to rest in 
about 18 feet of water and 
about 50 feet from shore, Han¬ 
sen said, “I panicked.” 

Hansen’s dog. a young mon¬ 
grel pup. was found locked in 
the car trunk when the cat 
was eventually lowed to the 
surface. A Sooke RCMP of¬ 
ficer said after the inquest it 
is believed the dog had 
crawled from the back seat 
into the trunk as the car was 
sinking. 

The six-man jury recom¬ 
mended dial warning signs 
and a hairier be erected at 
the end of Milligan Road. 


Townhouse complex 
for Esquimalt soon 


Esquimau's first tow'nhouse 
development is just a public 
hearing short of final approv¬ 
al by Esquimalt council.

”1 feel Ihe developer 
showed all the co-operation

Planning committee chair¬ 
man Aid. Conrad Lundgren 
said townhouse development 
was the best use of the du¬ 
plex-zoned property because 
of its rolling, rocky and heavi¬ 
ly-treed topography. 

Council also gave final ap¬ 
proval to a bylaw establishing 
an advisory planning commis¬ 
sion for Esquimalt. The seven- 


member commission will in¬ 
clude two members of coun¬ 
cil along with five others, four 
of whom must lie electors in 
the municipality. 

The commission, to be es¬ 
tablished some time after 
Aug. 1. will study and report 
on planning matters at the di¬ 
rection of council. 

Council also accepted .an 
$18,228 bid from Triple O Dev- 
elopment Ltd. for Lot 5 on 
Paradise Street. 

Lundgren said the price was 
low in comparison with other 
duplex-zoned lots in the mu¬ 
nicipality. But municipal engi¬ 
neer M. H. Campbell remind¬ 
ed him that a sewer easement 
across the property would 
pose construction difficulties 
for a developer. 


‘Police need brawn, not beauty in a pinch’ 


Saanich Aid. Fred Severson 
tried Monday to defend Saan¬ 
ich council from attacks in 
the. dispute raging around po¬ 
lice pay raises, but Aid. Wil¬ 
liam Noel stole the show-, or 
rather council meeting, by 
questioning the abilities of 
women police officers. 

Noel intermpted a discus¬ 
sion of council responsibility 
for police pay raises to say 
that the sight of a woman of- 
licer "laying down o the law” 
to a motorist one night last' 


week had startfil him think¬ 
ing. 

He wondered what it would 
feel like to be an officer in a 
sticky situation who found a 
woman had been sent to 
assist him, instead of ”180 
pounds of brawn." 

He conceded there is a 
place on the force for women, 
and that equal pay for equal 
work is only fair, but he 
added that a policeman would 
probably feel more secure in 
tough situations, especially 


night patrols, if his buddy 
were a man. 

There were giggles and guf¬ 
faws from council and tlie 
gallery when he added that 
police wives would probably 
feel more secure, too. 

Mayor Eld I^um assured 
Noel that Saanich’s methods 
for police back-up are ade¬ 
quate. 

Severson had started the 
discussion by charging that

Victoria has always been 
the first to announce its con¬ 
tracts with police, Lum said, 
but was left behind this year 
because of lengthy absences 
bv its mayor. 
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
